their  own  property,  and  are  prevented  therefrom  by 
the  public  holding  property  on  the  said  street ;  there- 
fore.

o  pave,  q.^  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Commis- 
sioners are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pave 
such  part  of  Camden  street  on  the  north  side  that 
•lies  opposite  the  south  end  of  Hanover  market. 

Appropriation.  2. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  for  defraying 
the  expense  of  carrying  this  ordinance  into  effect, 
there  be  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars,  and  the  City  Commissioners  are  here- 
by authorized  and  directed  to  draw  on  the  Register 
of  the  city  for  the  same,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.

subject  and  payable  to  the  order  of  the  president  of 
each  company,  to  wit :  To  the  Union  Fire  Company, 
two  hundred  dollars;  To  the  Mechanical  Fire  Com- 
pany, two  huundred  dollars ;  To  the  Friendship 
Fire  Company,  two  hundred  dollars ;  To  the  Liberty 
Fire  Company,  two  hundred  dollars ;  To  the  Federal

A  supplement  to  the  ordinance  regulating  the  gauging  of  casks 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  this  corpora-  preamble, 
tion,  by  the  inspectors  appointed  to  examine  and  in- 
spect the  casks  and  try  the  proof  of  liquors,  distilled 
from  domestic  materials,  that  the  fees  and  perqui- 
sites heretofore  established  by  ordinance  are  wholly 
inadequate,  and  have  prayed  that  an  additional  sum 
may  be  granted, 

Be   it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Additional  fees 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  said  inspectors  casks?60 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  two  and  an 
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half  cents  for  every  cask  by  them  inspected  and 
marked,  and  for  trying  the  proof  of  the  same,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  fees  allowed  by  the  ordinance  and  sup- 
plement to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  to  be  paid  by 
the  seller  or  sellers  thereof.

ever in  playing  at  or  with  cards,  dice  or  any  other 
game  or  games,  or  shall  bear  a  share  or  part  in  the 
wager,  stake  or  adventure  so  played  for,  or  shall  bet 
on  the  side  or  hand  of  such  as  do  or  shall  so  play 
for,  win,  obtain  or  acquire  to  him  or  themselves,  or 
others  knowing  of  said  fraud,  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money,  or  other  valuable  thing  or  things,  every  such 
person  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
twenty  dollars.

An  ordinance  to  authorize    the  extending  of  the  Public  wharf, 
at  south  end  of  Market  street  in  the  eighth  ward. 


Whereas,  the  inhabitants  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  wards  are  subjected  to  heavy  inconveniences, 
for  the  want  of  a  more  convenient  and  extensive 
public  wharf, 
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Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  commissioners 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Thomas  Tenant, appointed- 
Archibald  Shaw  and  John  Snider  be,  and  are  here- 
by, appointed  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of 
contracting  for,  and  superintending  the  building  of 
a  pier,  to  extend  from  the  end  of  the  public  wharf, 
at  the  south  end  of  Market  street,  in  the  eighth 
ward,  of  the  following  dimensions,  viz  :  The  pier  to 
extend  one  hundred  feet  south  from  the  end  of  the 
aforesaid  wharf,  the  width  thereof  to  be  thirty  feet, 
preserving  a  dock  on  the  east  side  of  said  pier  thir- 
ty feet  wide,  and  on  the  west  side  of  said  pier 
twenty  feet  wide.  And  that  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  cause  the  same  to  be  built  of  good  sound 
materials,  and  finished  in  a  faithful,  complete  work- 
man-like manner. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Appropriation, 
said  commissioners  may,  and  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  draw  on  the  Register  of  the  City,  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  said  work  may  progress,  for  such  sum 
or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
said  work  with  facility,  provided  the  drafts  of  said 
commissioners  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dob 
lars. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  before  commissioners 
the  said  commissioners  shall   enter  upon  their  duty, t0  glve  securit*v* 
they  shall  give  bond  with  satisfactory  security  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  same.

An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  inspection   of  butter  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore. 

Butter  to  be  in-      *• — Be  it    enacted  and  ordained  by    the  Mayor 
spected.  an(j    City    Council    of  Baltimore,  That   from    and 

after  the  first  day  of  October  next,  every  cask,  keg 
or  firkin,  in  which  butter  shall  be  brought  to  the 
city  of  Baltimore  for  sale  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
view  and  examination  of  the  inspector,  who  shall 
be  appointed  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  and  said 
inspector  shall  examine  the  casks,  kegs  or  firkins 
containing  butter  as  aforesaid,  and  with  a  hollow 
iron  searcher  of  one  half  inch  in  diameter,  shall 
from  one  side  of  the  head  of  said  casks,  kegs  or  fir- 
kins, perforate  diagonally  to  the  other  head  and 
thereby  draw  out  so  much  butter  as  shall  determine 
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the  quality  of  the  whole,  and  shall  return  the  sam- 
ple back  again  and  secure  the  hole  thereof  with  a 
wooden  plug,  sufficiently  round  to  make  the  same 
water  tight. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and    ordained,  That  every  Dimensions  of 
cask,  keg  or  firkin  in  which  butter  shall  be  packed,  ter  for  export*." 
and  which  according  to  the  inspector's  best  judg-tlon- 
ment   appears   to   be   good  and  merchantable,  and 
packed  in  casks,  kegs  or  firkins  made  of  sound  aud 
well  seasoned  wood,  may  be  exported  to  any  foreign 
port  or  place,  provided  said  casks,  kegs  or  firkins 
are  of  either  of  the  following  dimensions,  to  wit : 
of  fifteen  inches  in  length  and  ten  and  an  half  inches 
diameter  in  the  head,  twelve  and  an  half  inches  in 
length  and  eight  and  an  half  inches  diameter  in  the 
head,  twelve  inches  in  length  and  seven  and  an  half 
inches  diameter  in  the  head,  or  ten  inches  in  length 
aud  six  iuches  diameter  in  the  head. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every  casks,  &c,  to 
cask,   keg   or   firkin  of  butter  of  the   dimensions 
aforesaid,  which  shall  have  been  packed  with  a  due 
proportion    of  good  fine  salt,  sweet,  and  in  all  re- 
spects fit  to  be  exported,  without  danger  of  spoiling, 
to  any  foreign   market,  shall  by  the  inspector   be 
branded  with  the  words  first,  second  or  third,  accord- 
ing to  the  quality  thereof,  and  with  the  initial  of  the 
christian  name,  and  surname  of  the  inspector  at  full 
length,  and  the  word  Baltimore  ;  and  he  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  his  trouble  eight  cents  for  each  compensation  of 
and    every  cask,  keg  or  firkin  thus  inspected    and inspector* 
branded,  and  no  more. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  from  Penalty  on  ex- 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next,  it  shall  notffif^he^- 
be  lawful  for  any  person  whomsoever,  to  export,  ship  mensions> &c- 
or  lade  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  for  exportation, 
any  casks,  kegs  or  firkins,  containing  butter,  which 
shall  not   be   of  the  dimensions  aforesaid,  and  in- 
spected and  branded  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  from 
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the  port  of  Baltimore,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  each  cask,  keg  or  firkin  so  exported  or 
laden  on  board  any  ship  or  other  vessel,  for  expor- 
tation to  any  foreign  port. 

casks,  &c.  not  5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
(oVeXm0arked0a  cask,  keg  or  firkin  containing  butter,  which  shall 
not  be  of  the  dimensions  allowed  by  this  ordinance 
to  be  exported  to  any  foreign  port,  and  which  ac- 
cording to  the  inspector's  best  judgment  is  sound 
and  merchantable,  shall  by  said  inspector  be  marked 
with  marking  irons  on  the  head  of  such  cask,  keg 
or  firkin,  with  the  initial  letters  of  the  inspector's 
name,  and  the  quality  of  said  butter,  either  first, 
second  or  third  in  figures,  and  the  said  inspector 
Compensation,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  his  trouble,  six  cents 
for  each  and  every  cask,  keg  or  firkin  thus  inspected 
and  marked,  and  no  more. 

Penalty  for  in-  6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  said 
spector'sneglect  inspector,  according  to  the  duties  required  by  this 
ordinance,  shall  on  application  made  for  the  exam- 
ination of  any  butter  as  aforesaid,  unreasonably  re- 
fuse, neglect  or  delay  to  proceed  to  such  examination 
and  inspection  for  the  space  of  six  hours  after  such 
application  so  made  to  him,  shall  for  each  offence 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars.

7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  shall  counterfeit  any  brand  or  mark,  belong- 
ing to  or  proper  to  be  used  by  said  inspector,  or  alter 
or  deface  such  brand  or  marks,  or  shall  mark  the 
tare  of  any  cask,  keg  or  firkin,  for  a  less  weight 
than  the  same  may  be,  with  intent  to  defraud 
the  person  or  persons  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 


Penalty  for  8. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any

by  this  ordinance  is  required,  and  put  in  any  other

out  said  brands  or  marks,  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending  shall  for  each  and  every  offence  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

9. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  a  per- inspector  to  be 
son  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  inspector  0faPpointe 
butter  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  who  shall  be  skilled 
in  the  knowledge  and  properties  of  butter,  who 
shall  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
make  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  before 
the  mayor,  that  he  will  faithfully  execute  the  duties 
of  his  office  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  according  to  the  best  of  his  kuowledge 
and  ability. 

10. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  Appropriation  of 
and  every  fine  or  fines  imposed  by  this  ordinance fines* 
6hall  be  recovered  with  costs,  and  the  same  when 
recovered  shall  be  appropriated  as  follows,  to  wit :

use  of  the  city. 

11. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  inspector  to 
said  inspector  shall  keep  an  exact  account  of  the  oT\^ks/&c.s 
number  of  casks,  kegs  and  firkins  of  butter  by  him lnspe(;ted- 
inspected ;  and  once  in  every  three  months  make  a 
return  thereof  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  mayor 
of  the  said  city,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  publish 
the  same  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  of  the 
city  once  in  every  three  months. 

And  whereas,  it  may  sometimes  happen,  that  by  Preamble, 
reason  of  a  great  quantity  of  butter  being  brought 
at   once  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  person  who 
shall  be  appointed  inspector  of  butter,  cannot  with 
sufficient  dispatch  inspect  and  brand  all  such  butter, 

12. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  person  inspector  may 
chosen  and  appointed  inspector  of  butter  shall  orappoin" 
may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  in  such 
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case  only  or  in  case  of  sickness,  employ  a  person  of 
good  repute,  and  well  qualified  for  such  service,  as

Grain  to  be  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  theMavor  and 

bju5eigh?ind,d  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  grain herein- 
measure,  under  after  mentioned,  bought  and  sold  within  the  City 
ill  thisto section,  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  bought  and  sold  by  weight 
and  measure,  under  the  following  regulations,  to 
wit :  Every  bushel  of  wheat  shall  be  computed  to 
weigh  sixty  pounds ;  every  bushel  of  indian  corn 
fifty-five  pounds;  every  bushel  of  rye  fifty-six  pounds; 
every  bushel  of  barley  forty-seven  pounds ;  and 
every  bushel  of  oats  thirty  pounds  to  the  bushel : 
Provided  that  any  person  buying  or  selling  a  less 
quantity  than  one  hundred  bushels  of  wheat,  in- 
dian corn,  rye,  oats,  barley,  or  salt,  may  buy  and 
sell  the  same  without  being  measured  and  weighed 
by  the  sworn  measurer,  if  so  agreed  upon  between 
the  buyer  and  seller.

"Whereas  it  appears  by  the  eleventh  section  of  an  Preamble, 
ordinance  to  appoint  City  Commissioners,  that  the 
said  commissioners  have  full  power  and  authority, 
as  often  as  they  shall  be  applied  to  by  any  inhabi- 
tant of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  other  person  re- 
quiring the  same,  to  ascertain  and  fix  the  lines  of 
any  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  or  any  boundary 
of  any  of  the  lots  within  the  said  city  ;  and  having

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Commis- 
sioners be,  and  they  are  hereby,  directed  to  repair 
or  repave  the  pavements  on  that  part  of  Frederick 
street,  which  lies  between  the  north  side  of  Water 
street  and  the  dock,  and  that  part  of  Water  street 
which  lies  between  the  west  side  of  Frederick  street 
and  the  Market  Space,  and  that  they  draw  on  the 
Register  of  the  city  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight 
hundred  dollars  to  defray  the  expense  thereof.

and  seventy-seven  dollars,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commissioners 
named  in  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  draw 
on  the  Register  of  the  city  for  a  sum  not  exceeding 
eight  hundred  dollars,  for  paving  and  completing 
said  market  house,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  to  dis- 
charge a  sum  of  money  heretofore  borrowed  by  said 
Commissioners  on  account  of  erecting  the  Market 
house  aforesaid.

An  ordinance  appropriating  a  Mini  of  money  for  filling  up  and 
wharfing  Barre  street. 

Whereas  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  passed  at  November  session, 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  the  owners  of 
lots,  binding  and  running  with  Camden,  Conway, 
Barre  and  Lee  streets,  were  permitted  to  fill  up  and 
extend  said  lots  to  the  line  of  the  east  side  of  Light 
street  and  Forest  street,  and  were  thereby  directed 
to  give  notice  to  the  special  Commissioners  of  Bal- 
timore town,  to  make  their  choice  or  election,  to  fill 
up  and  wharf  said  streets ;  otherwise,  the  party  bind- 
ing thereon,  should  be  at  liberty  to  fill  up  and  wharf 
the  same,  and  forever  thereafter  to  enjoy  all  the 
rights  and  benefits  of  wharfage  at  the  end  of  said 
streets, 

1  — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  George  Warner, 
Walter  Simpson  and  George  Prestman,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  appointed  and  directed  to  fill  up  Barre 
street,  to  the  line  of  the  east  side  of  Light  street 
and  Forest  street,  and  wharf  the  same  in  such  man- 
ner, as,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  they 
may  judge  best,  and  that  they  draw  on  the  Register 
of  the  city  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  eight  hundred 
dollars,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.

No.  8. 

A  further  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  -An  ordinance 
to  preserve  the  navigation  of  the  harbor  of  Baltimore,  and  to 
provide  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  heretofore  vested  in 
the  port  wardens  by  act  of  Assembly.-' 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  the  master  or 
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skipper  of  any  vessel  shall  refuse  to  haul  off  or  re- 
move from  any  public  wharf,  when  ordered  by  the 
harbor  master,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  one  dollar  for 
each  and  every  hour  he  may  remain  thereafter,  un- 
less the  weather  or  tide  should  prevent  him  from  so 
doing;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  master  or 
skipper  of  any  vessel,  to  rig  in  his  jib  boom  on  com- 
ing to  at  any  public  wharf,  and  he  or  they  offending 
therein,  after  being  so  ordered  by  the  harbor  master, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  offence  two 
dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  city. 


2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  leave  hogsheads  or  tierces, 
or  throw  or  place  plaster  of  Paris,  on  any  of  the 
public  wharves  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and 
shall  suffer  the  same  to  remain  longer  than  twenty- 
four  hours  on  said  wharf  or  wharves,  each  and 
every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  six 
cents  for  each  and  every  pipe  or  hogshead,  and  three 
cents  for  each  and  every  tierce,  for  every  twenty-four 
hours  they  shall  remain  on  the  said  wharf  or  wharves 
thereafter,  and  eight  cents  for  each  and  every  ton 
of  plaster  for  every  forty-eight  hours  the  same  shall 
so  remain  thereafter. 


3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  fines 
and  forfeitures  incurred  by  this  ordinance  shall  be 
collected  by  the  harbor  master  and  paid  to  the  city 
Register,  as  prescribed  in  the  ordinance  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement ;  and  that  anything  contained 
in  any  of  the  former  ordinances,  which  is  repugnant 
to  and  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  contained  in 
this  supplement,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

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No.  9. 

An  ordinance  to  impose  a  tax  on  real  and  personal  property 
within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection 
df  the  same. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  tax  of  fifteen 
shillings  current  money  of  Maryland,  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  laid  and  imposed  upon  every  hundred 
pounds  worth  of  property  within  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, and  in  the  same  proportion  for  every  greater 
or  less  sum,  as  the  said  property  shall  or  may  be  val- 
ued, in  virtue  of  an  act  of  assembly  passed  at  No- 
vember session,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
three,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  valuation  of  real 
and  personal  property  within  this  State,"  and  speci- 
fied in  the  returns  of  the  assessment  to  be  made  by 
the  assessors,  in  virtue  of  said  act ;  and  the  Mayor 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  procure  two 
copies  of  said   returns. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  be  authorized  to  make  transfers  on  the  books, 
or  returns  of  assessment  aforesaid,  and  to  allow  for 
insolvencies,  as  the  commissioners  of  the  tax  are 
authorized  to  do  by  the  said  act  of  assembly. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there 
be  a  collector  appointed  to  collect  the  tax  imposed 
as  aforesaid,  who,  before  he  enters  upon  the  execu- 
tion of  his  office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath 
or  affirmation  directed  by  the  act  of  incorporation, 
and  give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  for  the 
well  and  faithful  execution  of  the  trust  reposed  in 
him  by  this  ordinance,  and  that  he  will  pay  monthly 
to  the  Register  of  the  city  such  sums  of  money  as  he 
shall  receive  in  the  course  of  collections,  and  that 
he  will  complete  the  said  collection  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  February  next. 
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4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
said  collector  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  each 
taxable,  or  leave  at  their  last  place  of  abode,  or  if 
non-resident,  at  the  property,  an  account  in  writing 
of  his  said  assessment,  containing  the  items  in  words 
at  length  and  figures,  and  the  amount  thereof; 
which  said  account  shall  be  left  or  delivered  before 
the  first  day  of  August  next. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  the 
said  tax  is  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of  September 
next,  that  then  and  in  such  case  the  said  collector  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  to  recover 
the  same  agreeably  to  the  mode  prescribed  by  the 
act  of  incorporation  ;  and  he  shall  have  and  receive 
a  commission  of  six  per  centum  for  collecting  the 
same,  and  a  commission  of  five  per  centum  for  col- 
lecting all  other  taxes  of  the  corporation  imposed 
by  ordinance.

No.  10. 

An  ordinance  for  the  inspection  of  staves  and  heading  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  to  repeal  the  ordinance  therein  men- 
tioned. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  ordinance,  all  staves  and  heading 
brought  into  this  city  for  sale,  shall  be  inspected  by 
inspectors  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed,  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  ordinance. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
pipe  stave  shall  be  fifty  six  inches  long,  three  inches 
and  a  half  wide,  clear  of  sap  in  the  narrowest 
part,  three-fourths  of  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest 
part,  regularly  split  with  the  grain  of  the  wood, 
and  be  otherwise  fit  for  a  pipe  stave. 
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3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
white  oak  hogshead  stave  shall  be  forty-two  inches 
long,  three  inches  and  a  half  wide,  clear  of  sap  in 
the  narrowest  part,  three-fourths  of  an  inch  thick 
on  the  thinnest  part,  regularly  split  with  the  grain 
of  the  wood,  and  be  otherwise  fit  for  a  hogshead 
stave. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
.  piece  of  white  oak  hogshead  heading  shall  be  thirty 
inches  long,  five  inches  wide,  clear  of  sap  in  the 
narrowest  part,  three-fourths  of  an  inch  thick  on  the 
thinnest  part,  regularly  split  with  the  grain  of  the 
wood,  and  be  otherwise  fit  for  the  head  of  a  tight 
hogshead. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
white  oak  barrel  stave  shall  be  thirty  inches  long, 
three  inches  and  a  half  wide,  clear  of  sap  in  the 
narrowest  part,  five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  on  the 
thinnest  part,  regularly  split  with  the  grain  of  the 
wood,  and  be  otherwise  fit  for  a  tight  barrel  stave. 

6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
piece  of  white  oak  barrel  heading  shall  be  nineteen 
inches  long,  five  inches  wide,  clear  of  sap  in  the 
narrowest  part,  five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  in 
the  thinnest  part,  regularly  split  with  the  grain  of 
the  wood,  and  be  otherwise  fit  for  the  head  of  a 
tight  barrel, 

7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
red  oak  hogshead  stave  shall  be  forty-two  inches 
long,  three  inches  and  a  half  wide  in  the  narrowest 
part,  three-fourths  of  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest 
part,  regularly  split  with  the  grain  of  the  wood,  and 
be  otherwise  fit  for  a  hogshead  stave. 

9 

8. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
flax  seed  cask  stave  shall  be  thirty -four  inches 
long,  three  inches  and  a  half  wide  in  the  narrowest 
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part,  three-fourths  of  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest 
part,  and  regularly  split  with  the  grain  of  the 
wood. 

9. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
red  oak  barrel  stave  shall  be  twenty-eight  inches 
long,  three  inches  and  a  half  wide  in  the  narrowest 
part,  five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest 
part,  and  regularly  split  with  the  grain  of  the  wood. 


10. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
piece  of  red  oak  barrel  heading  shall  be  eighteen 
inches  long,  six  inches  wide  in  the  narrowest  part, 
five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  in  the  thinnest  part,  and 
regularly  split  with  the  grain  of  the  wood. 

11. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
inspectors  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  be, 
and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn 
as  cullings,  all  staves  and  heading  by  them  inspected 
which  are  not  of  sound  wood,  and  are  otherwise  not 
fit  for  staves  or  heading,  as  they  in  their  judgment 
shall  think  not  merchantable. 

12. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
inspector  of  staves  and  heading  shall  be  convicted 
of  buying  or  selling  any  staves  or  heading  by  him 
inspected,  such  inspector  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  one 
half  thereof  to  the  informer,  the  other  half  to  the 
use  of  the  city. 

13. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  purchase,  or  cause  to  be  pur- 
chased, or  sell  or  cause  to  be  sold,  any  staves  or 
heading  within  this  city,  without  having  them  in- 
spected by  the  inspector  or  inspectors  so  appointed, 
he  or  they  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  for  every  hundred  so  bought  and 
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sold,  and  so  in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  quan- 
tity, the  one  half  to  the  informer,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  use  of  the  city. 

14. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if 
any  person  or  persons  shall  mix  and  offer  for  sale 
any  staves  or  heading  which  have  been  adjudged 
merchantable,  with  any  callings  or  unmerchantable 
staves  or  heading,  or  with  any  staves  or  heading 
which  have  not  been  inspected,  he  or  they  so  offend- 
ing shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence,  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars,  one  half  thereof  to  the  in- 
former, and  the  other  half  thereof  for  the  use  of  the 
city. 

15. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  annually  one  inspector  of  staves 
and  heading  for  that  part  of  the  city  lying  east  of 
Jones'  Falls,  and  one  other  inspector  of  staves  and 
heading  for  that  part  of  the  city  lying  west  of  said 
Falls,  with  powers,  by  and  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Mayor,  to  appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies  under 
each  for  whose  conduct  they  shall  be  responsible,  and 
the  two  inspectors  to  be  hereby  appointed,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  office,  shall 
severally  give  bond  with  security  to  be  approved  of  by 
the  Mayor,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty, 
and  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirm- 
ation :  I,  A.  B.  do  swear  or  affirm,  that  I  will  exe- 
cute the  duty  of  inspector  of  staves  and  heading 
without  partiality  or  favor,  to  the  best  of  my  skill 
and  knowledge.     So  help  me  God. 

16. —  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
inspectors  so  appointed  shall  keep  true  accounts  of 
all  staves  and  heading  by  them  inspected,  and  return 
a  regular  statement  thereof  quarterly  to  the  Register 
of  the  city;  and  the  said  inspector  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  inspecting 
every  ordinary  thousand  pipe  staves;  and  for  in- 
specting every  ordinary  thousand  white  oak  hogs- 
head pipe  staves  and  heading,  seventy-five  cents ; 
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expense  and  with  the  aid  of  voluntary  subscriptions, 
to  introduce,  for  the  convenience  and  health  of  the 
citizens  occupying  those  parts  of  the  city,  a  stream 
of  pure  spring  water,  from  sources  arising  near  the 
Harford  road,  in  the  vicinity  of  this  city,  all  the 
right  to  said  water,  vhen  introduced  as  aforesaid, 
to  attach  and  belong  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
•  of  Baltimore;  and  whereas  said  John  O'Dounell 
prays  that  an  ordinance  may  pass  to  protect  such 
public  property  from  private  or  individual  injury; 
and  whereas  it  is  deemed  proper  to  grant  the  prayer 
of  said  John  O'Donnell,  and  give  to  him  and  such 
others  as  may  associate  themselves  with  him,  for  the 
laudable  purpose  aforesaid,  every  aid  thus  desired 
by  them, 

1. — Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  John 
O'Donnell,  Thomas  M'Elderry,  James  Stirling, 
William  Buchanan,  Cumberland  Dugan,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, authorized  and  empowered  to  introduce 
into  this  city,  the  waters  from  a  spring  or  springs 
arising  near  the  Harford  road,  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  and  that  they  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  lay  pipes  or  other  conductors,  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  under  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
in  said  city — provided,  that  such  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  be  dug  up  at  the  expense  of  the  petitioners, 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commissioners,  and 
in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  use  of  said  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  as  little  as  possible ;  and  the  said 
John  O'Donnell  and  others  above  named,  shall,  at 
their  expense,  immediately  after  the  laying  of  said 
pipes  or  conductors,  repair  any  injury  which  may 
be  done  to  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  by  means 
of  laying  down  or  repairing  any  of  the  pipes  or  con- 
ductors aforesaid. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Commissioners,  when 
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required  by  John  O'Donnell  and  the  other  Com- 
missioners aforesaid,  to  assist  them  in  carrying  into 
execution  all  and  every  of  their  requisitions,  touch- 
ing the  laying  the  pipes  or  conductors  aforesaid. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  a  lot 
or  piece  of  ground  be  appropriated  in  the  Market- 
space,  near  the  south  end  of  the  Centre  market,  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon,  at  the  expense  of 
the  petitioners,  a  reservoir,  to  receive  the  water  to 
be  introduced  as  aforesaid  ;  and  that  the  situation 
whereon  such  reservoir  shall  be  erected,  shall  be 
approved  of  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  so 
soon  as  the  right  to  the  water  aforesaid  is  secured 
to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  said  water  introduced 
into  the  reservoir  aforesaid,  and  thence  distributed 
by  means  of  pipes  or  otherwise,  it  shall  at  the  con- 
duits emptying  into  the  streets,  be  for  the  use  of  all 
persons,  forever  free  from  any  expense  or  charge 
whatever  therefor. 

5. —  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  shall  wilfully  injure  the  pipes  of  conduit, 
the  hydrants,  or  any  other  device  attached  to  the 
water- works,  or  shall  open  a  hydrant  mud  plug  or 
other  device  connected  with  the  pipes  of  distribution, 
so  as  to  occasion  a  wanton  or  wilful  waste  of  water, 
or  inconvenience  or  danger  to  the  citizens,  he  or  she, 
so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  offence, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars — one  half  to 
the  use  of  the  City,  and  the  other  to  the  informer. 

6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  water  a  horse  or  horses  at 
the  hydrants  or  pipes  of  conduit,  he  or  they  so  of- 
fending shall  lor  each  offence  forfeit  and  pay  one 
dollar;  one  half  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half 
to  the  use  of  the  City. 
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7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  all 
fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  and  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury,  pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
and  hereby  are  appropriated  to  repair  the  water- 
works and  to  extend  the  distribution  of  water 
aforesaid. 

8. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  said 
water  works  shall  be  under  the  control  and  super- 
intendence of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  subject  to  such  general  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  proper  hereafter  to  make,  and  es- 
sential to  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  ; 
provided,  that  no  such  regulation  shall  be  contrary 
to,  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  in  this  ordi- 
nance contained.

An  ordinance  for  increasing  the  number  of  lamps  in  the  Gity  of 
Baltimore. 


1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  Cit)  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  anci  directed  to  cause 
one  lamp  to  be  erected  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  Court-house  in  Calvert  street ;  one  on  the  north 
side  of  Forest  street,  near  the  hay  scales,  and  two 
in  the  lower  market  house  of  the  Centre  market, 
and  four  lamps  on  the  common  highway,  between 
the  intersection  of  Prince  and  Albemarle  streets  and 
the  stone  bridge  at  the  intersection  of  Harford  and 
Wilkes  streets;  also  one  at  the  intersection  of  Du- 
hmy  and  Eden  streets,  and  one  at  the  intersection  of 
King  George  and  Harford  streets,  and  one  at  the 
intersection  of  Harford  and  Duke  streets,  and  one 
in  that  part  of  Strawberry  a  hey  that  lies  between 
Fleet  street  and  Alisanna  street,  and  one  lamp   as 
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near  the  centre  of  Union   street,   between   Bridge 
and    North  streets,  as  convenient. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  ex- 
pense of  erecting  and  maintaining  the  same  be  de- 
frayed from  the  fui  ds  appropriated  for  watching  and 
lighting  the  city,  and  The  said  lamps  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  regulations  as  other  public  lamps  in  the 
said  city.

A  further  supplement  to  the  ordinance  entitled,  ':  An  ordinance 
fco  prevent  the  exportati  u  ol  flour  not  merchantable,  and  for 
other  purposes  therein  njentiooed." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Batimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
publication  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  inspectors  of  flour,  whenever  they  shall  ha\e 
reason  to  suspect  any  casks  containing  flour,  and 
offered  for  inspection,  to  be  falsely  tared,  to  cause 
the  flour  therein  to  be  started  and  the  cask  to  be 
weighed ;  and  if  it  should  so  appear  that  the  cask 
or  casks  should  weigh  more  than  what  they  are 
marked  by  the  miller  <»r  owner  of  said  cask  or  casks, 
then  in  that  case  the  nailer,  owner  or  agent  thereof, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay,  fur  even  such  offense,  the  sum 
of  thirty  seven  and  a  half  cents  for  every  pound 
after  the  first  pound  that  the  said  cask  or  casks  shall 
appear  to  weigh  heavier  as  aforesaid,  for  the  use  of 
the  corporation  ;  and  shall  moreover  pay  twenty-five 
cents  for  starting  and  repacking  each  and  eveiy 
cask  or  barrel,  unless  after  examination  the  tare 
should  prove  to  be  correct,  then  in  that  case  the 
cost  and  charges  accrued  thereby  shall  be  paid  by 
the  said  inspector,  and  repaid  to  him  by  the  corpor- 
ation. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
owner,  seller,  agent  or  other  person,  shall  prevent 
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the  said  inspector  or  inspectors  from  exercising  the 
duties  herein  assigned  to  him  or  them,  he  or  they 
shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  corporation  ;  and 
all  fines  and  forfeitures  accruing  under  this  ordinance 
shall  he  collected  by  the  flour  inspectors,  and  by  them 
paid  over  to  the  Register  of  the  city.

An  ordinance  to  protect  trees  planted  in  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  city   of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  ordinance,  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  wilfully  break,  pull  down,  hurt  or  destroy  any 
tree  or  trees,  wThich  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be 
planted  near  thekerborgutterof  any  of  the  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  such  person 
or  persons,  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five 
dollars  for  every  such  offence,  one  half  of  which 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  informer  and  the  other 
half  for  the  use  of  the  city.  Provided  always,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  city  commissioners  from  removing  any 
tree  or  trees  which  they  may  deem  so  situated  as  to 
obstruct  the  carriage  or  foot-ways,  or  injure  any  of 
the  public  pumps.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  drawing  of  a  lottery,  to  raise  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  use  of  the  Impartial  Free  School,  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City   Council   of  Baltmore,   That    John    Coulter, 
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Joshua  Inloes,  Patrick  Bennet,  Nicholas  Norris, 
John  Mickle,  Henry  Didier,  William  Livesay  and 
William  Carman,  or  any  six  of  them,  styling  them- 
selves trustees  of  the  Impartial  Free  School,  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  propose  a  scheme  of  a  lottery,  and  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  the  tickets  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  use  and  ben- 
efit of  the  Impartial  Free  School  in  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
trustees  or  a  majority  of  them,  before  they  proceed 
to  the  sale  of  any  tickets  in  said  lottery,  shall  give 
bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  that  they  will  truly  and  faithfully  apply 
the  monies  arising  from  said  lottery,  to  the  payment 
of  the  prizes  drawn  therein  to  the  adventurers,  to 
whom  they  shall  be  due,  and  the  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  the  drawing  of  said  lottery,  and  that  the 
balance  arising  therefrom  shall  be  invested  in  the 
stock  of  any  of  the  banks  in  the  state  of  Maryland, 
and  held  by  them  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  impartial  free  school,  and  that  the  interest  or 
dividends  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the 
said  school. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  as  often 
as  the  number  of  said  trustees,  shall,  by  death,  res- 
ignation or  otherwise  be  reduced  to  three  or  any  less 
number,  the  said  remaining  trustee  or  trustees  shall 
as  soon  thereafter  as  circumstances  will  admit  of, 
transfer  the  said  stock,  to  be  held  in  the  name  of 
themselves  and  such  other  persons,  not  exceeding 
four,  as  shall  have  been  chosen  agreeably  to  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  of  the  said  school,  to  be  styled 
trustees  of  the  impartial  free  school  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  which  said  trustees  upon  every  transfer 
so  made  as  aforesaid  shall  give  bond  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  the  sum  of  thirty 
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thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  imposed  on  them  by  this 
ordinance,  at  which  time  all  former  bonds  given  by 
the  said  trustees  shall  be  cancelled,  provided  the 
conditions  contained  therein  shall  have  been  com- 
plied with.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  ordinance,  no  special  appropriations 
shall  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall  widen  and  extend  the  foot  pavements, 
without  the  same  shall  be  done  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  and  direction  of  the  ordinance  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  further  time  of 
six  months  from  the  first  day  of  January  last,  be 
given  and  allowed  to  John  Hopkins,  the  present 
city  collector,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  col- 
lections of  all  monies  due  this  corporation,  which 
should  have  been  collected  previous  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  four.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  in  all  applications 
hereafter  made  to  the  Mayor  for  license  to  keep  a 
billiard  table,  it  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  the 
Mayor  to  judge  of  the  fitness  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons applying  for  such  license,  and  to  grant  or  with- 
hold the  same  as  he  shall  deem  proper. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  before 
any  such  license  shall  be  granted,  the  person  or  per- 
sons applying  for  the  same,  shall  give  bond  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  dollars,  with  security  to  be  approved 
by  the  Mayor,  conditioned  for  the  allowing  to  be 
played  on  such  table  such  game  or  games  only  as 
are  or  shall  be  permitted  by  the  ordinances  of  the 
city,  and  also  for  the  absolute  prohibition  of  every 
other  game  or  games  whatever. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  May- 
or shall  and  may,  when  thereto  required,  transfer  or 
assign  such  license  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for 
which  it  may  have  been  granted,  provided  he  shall 
consider  the  proposed  assignee  to  be  a  fit  person  to 
have  such  license,  who  shall  also  give  bond  as  afore- 
said ;  and  if  the  Mayor  shall»by  proper  and  compe- 
tent testimony,  be  satisfied  that  any  billiard  table, 
licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  used  and  employed 
contrary  to  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  he  shall 
thereupon  have  a  right  and  authority  to  revoke  such 
license,  and  the  person  licensed  to  keep  such  table, 
shall  moreover  be  liable  to  such  fine  or  fines,  as  this 
or  any  other  ordinance  of  this  city  impose  on  such 
offence. 
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4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
game  or  games  played  on  such  table,  shall  be  deemed 
and  considered  unlawful,  and  are  hereby  prohibited, 
except  only  the  game  played  with  two  balls,  the 
^ame  played  wTith  three  balls,  the  game  played  with 
tour  balls,  and  the  game  commonly  called  pool ; 
such  being  the  usual  games  of  billiards.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  May  next,  no  inspector  of  salted  provisions 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  be  concerned  or  interested 
in  making,  vending  or  furnishing  any  cask  or  casks 
for  the  purpose  of  packing  or  repacking,  or  curing 
any  salted  provisions,  brought  to,  packed"  in,  or  ex- 
ported from  the  city  and  port  of  Baltimore ;  and 
that  no  such  inspector  shall  provide,  vend  or  furnish 
any  salt  for  the.  curing  or  salting  any  provisions, 
that  are  or  shall  be  inspected  at  the  city  or  port  of 
Baltimore,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  and  pay- 
ing fur  each  and  every  offence,  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  one  half  to  the  informer,  the  other  half  to 
the  use  of  the  city.

A  supplement  t««  an   ordinance,  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to  reg- 
ulate the  inspection  of  butterin  thecityof  Baltimore. 

Whereas  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment declares  that  all  butter  brought  to  the  city  of 
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Baltimore  for  sale  shall  be  submitted  to  the  view 
and  examination  of  an  inspector,  to  be  appointed 

agreeably  to  said  ordinance  ;  and  whereas  it  is  found 
that  butter  packed  in  small  vessels  and  then  placed 
in  large  casks  which  arc  filled  with  pickle,  cannot  be 
submitted  to  the  view  or  examination  of  said  in- 
spector, agreeably  to  said  ordinance, 

Therefore,  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from 
and  after  the  publication  of  this  ordinance,  all  but- 
ter packed  or  put  up  in  double  casks,  with  pickle 
placed  in  the  outside  cask,  may  be  brought  or  sold 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore  without  being  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement :  Provided,  that  the  initials  of  the  chris- 
tian name,  and  surname  at  full  length,  of  the  packer 
or  packers  of  said  butter,  shall  be  branded  on  the 
outside  cask  in  which  such  butter  is  packed.

An  ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  the  several  markets  within 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 


1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  several 
markets  within  this  City  shall  be  held  on  the  res- 
pective days  heretofore  prescribed   by  law,  and  the

Whereas,  certain  individuals  have  associated  to- 
gether for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  City  of 
Baltimore  with  water,  and  are  now  ready  to  intro- 
duce the  same  into  the  city,  therefore, 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  persons  asso- 
ciated together  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Bal- 
timore Water  Company,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  convey  water  under  and  along  any  of 
the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  to  lay  a  pipe  or  pipes  in  any  of  the  said  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  and 
distributing  the  said  water,  and  the  said  pipes,  from 
time  to  time,  to  renew  and  repair,  and  for  those 
purposes  to  dig,  break  up  and  open  at  their  own 
expense  all  or  any  part  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley, 
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and  of  the  pavements  and  footways  thereof,  leaving 
at  all  times  a  sufficient  passage-way  for  carriages, 
horses  and  foot  passengers,  if  the  same  will  admit 
thereof,  and  restoring  forthwith  to  their  former  con- 
dition all  such  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  pavements 
and  footways  as  shall  from  time  to  time  and  at  any 
time  be  so  dug,  opened  and  taken  up,  and  amending 
and  repairing  all  injuries  to  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
pavements  or  footways  arising  from  their  so  digging, 
opening  or  taking  up  the  same  as  aforesaid. 

2. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  per- 
son or  persons  shall  wilfully  do,  or  cause  to  be  done, 
any  act  whatsoever  whereby  the  said  works,  or  any 
pipe,  plug,  cock,  or  any  engine  or  machine  apper- 
taining to  the  same  shall  be  stopped,  obstructed, 
impaired  or  injured,  the  person  or  persons  so  offend- 
ing shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  one  half  to  the  informer  and  the  other  for 
the  use  of  the  city.

A  supplement  to  the  ordinance  directing  the  manner  of  paving, 
amending  and  repairing  the  footways  of  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  the  City 
Commissioners  shall  find  it  necessary  to  have  any 
of  the  foot  pavements  paved  or  repaired,  agreeably 
to  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  draw  on 
the  Kegister  of 'the  City  for  any  unappropriated 
money  in  his  hands,  to  defray  the  expense  thereof, 
in  anticipation  of  the  sum  or  sums  that  are  to  be 
collected  from  the  owner  or  owners  in  pursuance  of 
the  direction  of  the  ordinance  aforesaid.

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An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  drawing  of  the  lottery  therein 
mentioned. 

Whereas,  the  elders  and  trustees  of  the  German 
Evangelical  Keformed  Church  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more have  been  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  Gener- 
al Assembly  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  at  their  last 
November  session,  to  institute  a  scheme  of  a  lottery, 
and  to  dispose  of  tickets  in  such  lottery  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  under  such  limitations  as  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  by  ordinance  direct 
and  appoint : 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  elders  and  trus- 
tees or  a  quorum  of  their  body,  with  such  other  per- 
sons as  they  may  appoint,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  institute  a  scheme  of  lottery  consist- 
ing of  one  or  more  classes,  and  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  tickets  therein,  for  raising  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  German  Evan- 
gelical Reformed  Church. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
elders  and  trustees  before  they  or  any  managers  ap- 
pointed by  them,  proceed  to  the  sale  of  any  ticket 
or  tickets  in  said  lottery  shall  give  and  execute  a 
bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  condi- 
tioned that  they  will  well  and  truly  apply  the  monies 
arising  therefrom  to  the  payment  of  prizes  drawn 
therein  to  the  adventurers  to  whom  they  shall  be 
due,  and  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  man- 
agement thereof,  and  that  within  thirty  days  after 
the  drawing  of  the  said  lottery  they  shall  pay  to 
the  register  for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  six 
dollars  in  every  hundred  dollars  of  the  sum  pro- 
posed to  be  raised  by  the  scheme  aforesaid,  and  fur- 
ther conditioned  that  they  shall  apply  the  residue  to 
the  purpose  aforesaid.

An  ordinance  to  impose  a  tax  on  the  real  and  personal  property 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection 
of  the  same  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  six. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  tax  of  fifteen 
shillings  current  money  of  Maryland  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  laid  and  imposed  upon  every  hundred  pounds 
worth  of  property  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
in  proportion  for  every  greater  or  less  sum  as  the 
said  property  shall  have  been  valued,  in  virtue  of 
an  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  at  November  session  in 
the  year  eighteen  and  three  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  within  this 
state,"  and  specified  in  the  returns  of  the  assessment 
made  by  assessors  in  virtue  of  said  act,  and  the  said 
tax  shall  be  paid,  collected  and  received,  in  manner 
hereinafter  directed. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  there  be 
a  collector  appointed  to  collect  the  tax  imposed  as 
aforesaid,  who,  before  he  enters  upon  the  execution 
of  his  office,  shall  take  or  subscribe  the  oath  or  af- 
firmation directed  by  the  act  of  incorporation,  and 
give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more in  the  penal  sum  often  thousand  dollars,  with  se- 
curity to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  for  the  well  and 
faithful  execution  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him  by  this 
ordinance,  and  that  he  will  pay  monthly  to  the  Keg- 
ister  of  the  city,  such  sum6  of  money  as  he  shall  re- 
ceive in  the  course  of  collection,  and  that  he  will 
complete  the  said  collection  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January  next. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
collector  shall  make  and  deliver  to  each  taxable  or 
leave  at  their  last  place  of  abode,  or  if  non-resident 
at  the  property,  an  account  in  writing  of  his  said 
assessment,  containing  items  at  length  and  figures, 
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and  the  amount  thereof,  which  said  account  shall  be 
so  left  or  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
next. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  the 
said  tax  is  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of  August  next, 
that  then  and  in  such  case  the  said  collector  is  here- 
by authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  to  recover  the 
same  agreeable  to  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  Act  of 
incorporation.  And  he  shall  have  and  receive  a 
compensation  of  six  per  centum  for  collecting  the 
same,  and  a  commission  of  seven  per  centum  for  col- 
lecting all  other  taxes  of  the  corporation  imposed 
by  ordinance. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  be  authorized  to  make  transfers 
on  the  books  of  assessment  of  the  said  city,  and  to 
allow  for  insolvencies,  as  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Tax  are  authorized  to  do  by  the  said  Act  of  As-

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  three  persons,  one  of 
whom  shall  reside  on  the  east  side  of  Jones'  Falls,  and 
two  on  the  west  side  thereof,  shall  be  appointed  City 
Commissioners,  and  they  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
do  and  perform  all  the  duties  prescribed  and  required 
to  be  done  and  performed  by  the  City  Commissioners 
by  any  of  the  ordinances  of  this  corporation,  and  the 
sid  commissioners  shall  each  have  and  receive  the 
annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  salary 
together  with  that  which  may  be  allowed  their  clerk, 
shall  be  paid  quarterly. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  so  much 
of  an  ordinance  of  this  corporation,  as  may  be  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  be  appropri- 
ated to  the  deepening  and  preserving  the  harbor  of 
Baltimore,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  arising

For  repairing  the  paved  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  dollars. 
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For  paving  cross  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

For  watching  and  lighting  the  City,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  superintendent  of  the  powder  magazine 
for  the  ensuing  twelve  months,  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  altering  and  widening  the  footways,  in  the 
manner  directed  by  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  or- 
dinance to  improve  the  footways  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore," passed  the  twenty-second  day  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  four,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars. 

For  filling  up  New  Church  street,  from  Calvert 
street  to  North  lane,  to  be  expended  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  City  Commissioners,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  dollars. 

For  walling  the  ends  of  the  public  streets  ter- 
minating at  Jones'  Falls,  between  Baltimore  street 
and  Water  street  bridges,  a  sum  not  exceeding  four 
hundred  dollars. 

To  enable  the  Register  to  employ  a  clerk  to  assist 
him  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  taking  up  the  wooden  kerbs  in  the  eighth 
ward,  and  replacing  the  same  with  stone,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  paving  the  public's  part  of  Fall's  market 
space,  a  sum  not  exceeding  nine  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars. 

For  filling  up  and  gravelling  that  part  of  the 
market  space  in  the  eighth  ward  which  lies  between 
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Aliceanna  street  and  the  north  end  of  the  new 
market  house,  and  a  space  at  the  south  end  of  the 
same,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Commissioners,  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  cutting  down  the  banks  at  the  intersection  of 
Sharp  and  Lee  streets,  and  to  make  Welcome  alley 
passable  at  the  intersection  of  Sharp  street,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  making  a  sewer  and  turning  an  arch  for  the 
conveyance  of  water  through  an  alley  adjoining  the 
property  of  Erasmus  Uhler  called  Frenchman's 
alley,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Commissioners,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thous- 
and dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  ground  for  a  sewer,  and  pav- 
ing the  same,  between  Potters'  street  and  High 
street  in  Old  Town,  to  be  expended  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  City  Commissioners,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  ground  of  William  Rainy, 
to  widen  Little  York  street,  the  sum  of  Hve  hun- 
dred dollars. 

To  Thomas  Cole,  a  sum  due  him  for  filling  in  Pitt 
street  wharf  in  the  eighth  ward,  ninety-seven  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents. 

To  Jos.  Biays  and  Jos.  Allender,  a  sum  by  them 
expended  for  kerb  stones  in  the  eighth  ward,  thirty- 
three  dollars  and  sixty  cents. 

To  repair  the  passes  and  sewers  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Hill,  Lee  and  Barre  streets,  with  Howard 
street,  to  be  expended   under  the  direction  of  the 
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City  Commissioners,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

To  pay  the  amount  borrowed  for  the  purchase  of 
lots  adjourning  Hanover  market,  erecting  a  weigh- 
house,  and  finishing  the  same,  and  erecting  a  fish 
market,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  one  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents. 

To  the  clerk  of  the  Centre  market,  in  addition  to 
his  salary,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  to  the 
clerk  of  Fell's  Point  market,  seventy -five  dollars; 
and  to  the  clerk  of  the  Hanover  market,  forty  dol- 
lars. 

For  oiling,  winding  and  regulating  the  clock  in 
the  steeple  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

For  paying  a  balance  due  Conrad  Miller,  nine 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  ten  cents ;  a  bal- 
ance due  George  Lightner,  the  sum  of  fourteen 
hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  and  seventy  cents ; 
and  one  thousand  and  thirty  dollars  and  forty-four 
cents,  a  balance  due  John  Marsh,  on  account  of 
paving. 

To  Joseph  Jacobs,  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars, 
in  full  for  extra  services  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  one.  For  paying  John  Hillen  a  balance 
due  him  for  putting  a  post  and  rail  fence  round  the 
hospital  lot,  the  sum  of  forty-one  dollars  and  seven 
cents.  As  an  additional  salary  to  the  Commission- 
ers of  the  Watch,  to  be  apportioned  between  them 
by  the  Mayor,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
For  paying  Ludwig  Herring,  such  sum  as  may  be 
thought  by  the  City  Commissioners  to  be  entitled 
to  receive  for  piling  and  loging  the  foundation  of 
the  walls  erected  at  the  east  end  of  Hawk  and 
Swan  streets,  in  the  sixth  ward,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing two  hundred  dollars.

An  ordinance  for  regulating  and  adjusting  Weights  and   Mea- 
surers used  within  the  City  and  precincts  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  pro- 
cure correct  and  accurate  standards  of  all  weights 
and  measures,  established  by  law  for  Baltimore 
county,  and  the  same  to  have  adjusted  whenever 
necessary ;  and  that  three  persons  be  appointed 
within  the  City,  keepers  of  the  said  standards, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  safely  keep  and  preserve  the 
same,  and  to  perform  the  several  duties  prescribed 
by  this  or  any  other  ordinance  of  this  corporation 
respecting  weights  and  measures,  who  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  shall 
give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the 
duties  appertaining  to  their  office;  and  one  of  the 
said  keepers  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  standards  of 
weights,  another  the  keeper  of  the  standards  of 
liquid  measurers,  and  the  third,  the  keeper  of  the 
standards  of  dry  and  long  measures. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  within 
three  months  after  the  said  standards  are  procured, 
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and  the  keepers  appointed,  of  which  the  Mayor 
shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  in  the  several  news- 
papers of  the  City,  all  weights  and  measures  used 
within  the  City  or  precincts  of  Baltimore,  in  the 
vending  of  articles,  shall  be  regulated  and  adjusted 
by  the  said  standard  keepers,  under  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  person 
or  persons  owning  or  using  the  same,  and  when 
adjusted,  shall  be  by  the  said  standard  keepers 
branded  or  stamped  with  the  letters  B.  S.  meaning 
thereby  Baltimore  Standard,  in  such  manner  and  on 
such  parts  of  the  said  weights  and  measures  as  in 
his  judgment  shall  be  most  lasting  and  effectual  in 
preventing  and  detecting  fraudulent  practices  or 
impositions  in  the  use  of  such  weights  or  measures. 
And  the  like  examination  and  adjustment  shall  be 
repeated  once  in  each  year,  and  the  branding  or 
stamping  renewed  when  necessary,  under  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  from 
and  after  the  end  of  the  said  three  months,  the 
weights  and  measures  examined,  adjusted  and  brand- 
ed, or  stamped  as  aforesaid,  and  no  others  shall  be 
used  within  the  City  or  precincts  of  Baltimore,  in 
the  vending  of  articles  directed  by  law  to  be,  or 
usually  sold  by  weights  or  measures,  under  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  and  from  and  after 
the  same  period,  all  articles  sold  within  the  City  or 
precincts  of  Baltimore,  and  usually  sold  by  weight 
or  measure,  or  by  law  directed  so  to  be,  shall  be 
sold  by  weight  or  measure  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may 
be,  under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
weight  or  measure  which  shall  have  been  adjusted 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  broken,  injured,  altered  or  changed,  and  found 
in  the  use  of  any  person  within  the  City  or  precincts 
of  Baltimore,  every  such  person  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 
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5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
said  standard  keepers  shall  respectively  have  and 
receive,  as  a  compensation  for  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  required  of  them,  the  following  sums,  to 
wit:

For  every  twenty-eight  pound  weight,  six  and  a 
quarter  cents : 

For  every  fourteen  or  seven  pound  weight,  six 
and  a  quarter  cents  : 

For  every  set  of  weights,  from  four  pounds  to 
half  an  ounce,  twenty-five  cents  : 

For  every  single  weight  under  seven  pounds,  four 
cents : 

For  every  yard  measure,  six  and  a  quarter  cents  : 

To  be  paid  by  the  person  requiring  the  same  to 
be  adjusted. 
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6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
standard  keepers  shall  return  upon  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  the  .Register,  annually,  a  statement  of  the 
money  they  may  receive  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  prescribed  by  this  ordinance. 

7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  scale 
beams  used  in  the  veuding  of  articles  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  or  the  precincts  thereof,  shall  be  adjusted 
and  stamped  by  the  keeper  of  the  standard  of  weights, 
as  weights  are  directed  to  be  stamped ;  and  any 
person  using  scale  beams  in  the  City  or  precincts, 
not  adjusted  and  stamped  as  herein  directed,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
for  each  and  every  offence ;  and  the  said  standard 
keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  as  a  compensa- 
tion for  every  scale  beam  not  exceeding  eighteen 
inches,  twelve  and  a  half  cents  ;  for  every  scale 
beam  above  eighteen  inches  and  not  exceeding 
thirty-six  inches,  eighteen  and  three  quarter  cents ; 
and  for  every  scale  beam  above  thirty-six  inches, 
twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  for  whom 
the  same  shall  be  adjusted  as  aforesaid. 

8. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all 
fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  this  ordinance, 
shall  be  applied  the  one  half  to  the  informer.

Frauduientgam-  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
ing  prohibited.  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person  or 
persons  do  or  shall,  within  the  City  of  Baltimore  or

An  ordinance  for  the  appointment  of  a  Register  of  the  City  and 
prescribing  his  duties. 

To  be  appoint-  1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  person  duly 
qualified  shall  be  appointed  Register  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  to  do  and  perform  all  and  everything 
required  by  this  or  any  other  ordinance ;  and  the 
Register  shall  take  into  his  care  and  keeping  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  shall 
use  the  same  and  no  other  in  all  such  cases,  as  have 
been  or  may  be  hereafter  provided  for  by  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  the  several  States 
of  the  United  States,  or  the  ordinances  of  this  cor- 
poration, and  in  all  such  cases,  as  by  the  usage  and 
custom  of  Nations,  it  is  necessary  to  use  and  affix  a 
corporate  seal,  and  in  all  other  cases,  where  applica- 
tion shall  be  made  therefor,  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons ;  and  in  each  and  every  case  where  an  ordi-

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  tax  of  fifteen  shil- 
lings shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  laid  and  imposed  upon 
every  hundred  pounds  worth  of  property  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  in  proportion  for  every  greater

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  superintendents 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  ap- £2jSe£  ,* 
pointed  and  licensed  for  the  city,  four  Superin ten- aPP°lutcd- 
dents  of  Chimney   Sweepers,  one  of   whom   shall 
have  the  sweeping  of  all  chimnies  within  the  first 
and  second  wards  of  the  city,  one  other  shall  have 
the  sweeping  of  all  chimnies  within  the  third  and 
fourth  wards,  one  other  within  the  fifth  and  sixth  city  divided  in- 
wards, and  the  other  within  the  seventh  and  eighth t0  dlstncts- 
wards ;  and  no  person  shall  exercise  the  employment

tioned, which  shall  remain  and  continue  in  full  force, 
to  wit :  an  ordinance  entitled  an  ordinance  to  pro- 
vide a  seal  for  the  city  of  Baltimore  :  an  ordinance 
entitled   an  ordinance  to  compel   the  attendance  of 
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absent  members  of  the  City  Council :  an  ordinance 
entitled  an  ordinance  for  the  admission  and  regula- 
tion of  brokers:  an  ordinance  entitled  an  ordinance 
directing  the  manner  of  punisliing  servants  and 
slaves  guilty  of  offences  against  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Baltimore: 
an  ordinance  entitled  an  ordinance  to  add  to  the 
city  of  Baltimore  part  of  the  precincts  lying  north 
of  Saratoga  street :  an  ordinance  entitled  an  ordi-

— Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Assembly,  That  voters  to  assem- 
the  persons  in  the  several  wards  of  the  said  city,  ble'  &c> 
qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  First  Branch  of 
the  City  Council,  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Oc- 
tober next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  in 
every  second  year  thereafter,  assemble  at  the  place 
of  holding  elections  in  their  respective  wards,  and 
in  each  ward  there  shall  be  elected,  by  ballot,  one 
person,  a  resident  of  the  ward  by  which  he  is  elected, 
which  persons,  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  being  eligi- 
ble as  such,  shall  be  the  members  of  the  Second 
Branch  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore ;  and  all 
vacancies  in  the  said  Second  Branch  of  the  City 
Council  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  that  va- 
cancies in  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council  are 
filled  up.

For  the  Health  Officer,  his  salary,  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

For  the  Health  Department,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
eight  hundred  dollars. 

For  printing  and  incidental  expenses,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  four  hundred  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  paved  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  paving  cross  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars. 
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For  watching  and  lighting  the  city,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

For  altering  and  widening  foot  ways,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  clerk  of  the  Centre  Market,  in  addition 
to  his  salary,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol 
lars.

For  removing  a  nuisance  at  the  intersection  of 
Eutaw  and  Camden  streets,  and  also  in  Howard 
street,  between  Pratt  and  Camden  streets,  the  sum 
of  sixty  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  City  Commissioners. 

For  the  relief  of  the  poor  the  sum  of  one  thous- 
and dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  visitors  and  distributors  of  the  charitable  fund 
collected  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  conjunction 
with  the  Mayor,  (if  not  already  expended.) 

For  filling  up  a  pond  in  Queen  street,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  Robert  Stewart. 

For  filling  up  Washington  street,  between  Fleet 
and  the  south  side  of  Aliceanna  street,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  that  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  reports  of  the  night  watch  for 
the  ensuing  year,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  equally  divided  between  them. 

For  the  payment  of  the  balance  that  is  or  maybe 
due  to  the  late  Commissioners  of  Health,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 
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For  securing  the  springs  situated  in  Calvert  street

1. —  Ce  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and

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of  whom  shall  reside  on  the  east  side  of  Jones'  Falls, 
and  two  on  the  west  side  thereof,  shall  be  appointed 
City  Commissioners  and  Commissioners  of  Health, 
who  shall  appoint  their  clerk,  and  they  and  their 
clerk  shall  have  and  receive  such  compensation  as 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  their  services,  and 
the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  and  exercise  all  the  other  powers  and  duties 
prescribed  and  given  by  the  ordinances  of  this  cor- 
poration to  City  Commissioners  and  to  Commission- 
ers of  Health. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  width  of  twenty  feet 
or  less,  hereafter  to  be  paved,  may  be  paved  without 
kerbstones,  provided  a  majority  of  the  owners  of 
lots  fronting  thereon  shall  assent  to  the  same,  and 
the  Commissioners  aforesaid  shall  deem  it  advisable 
to  pave  such  street,  lane  or  alley.

For  paving  cross  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  a'sum 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to 
the  sum  already  appropriated.

For  cutting  down  and  removing  the  hill  at  the 
north  end  of  Market  street,  in  the  seventh  ward,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  building  a  footway  over  the  stream  of  water 
crossing  Bond  street,  between  Gough  and  German 
streets,  in  the  seventh  ward,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars,  which  several  sums  shall  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commissioners. 

For  the  clerk  to  the  City  Commissioners,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  salary,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  paving  the  west  side  of  Market  space  from 
the  end  of  the  present  pavement  to  the  end  of  the 
said  space,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars.  And 
the  City  Commissioners  are  hereby  directed  to  have 
the  same  paved,  so  as  to  leave  six  feet  to  be  covered 
with  gravel  adjoining  the  dock ;  provided  the  pro- 
prietors of  property  adjoining  said  Market  space, 
pave  at  the  same  time,  one  half  thereof,  and  the 
footway,  and  also  sign  a  declaration  to  be  filed  in 
the  Register's  office,  that  this  act  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  shall  not  be  considered  in  any  manner 
to  prejudice  the  rights  of  this  corporation  to  the 
said  Market  space. 

For  the  purpose  of  improving  the  springs  on  Cal- 
vert street  extended,  a  further  sum  not  exceeding 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  Jesse  Hollingsworth,  Peter  Hoffman 
and  John   Davis,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor. 
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And  that  the  Mayor  be  authorized  from  time  to 

time,  to  draw  on  the  Register  to  the  amount  of  the 
above  appropriations,  for  their  several  purposes; 
whe  is  hereby  directed  to  lay  before  the  City  Council 
a  particular  account  of  the  expcndituaes  of  said 
money  with  the  vouchers  thereof.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow,  on  loan,  from 
any  of  the  banks  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  any  sum 
of  money  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars ;  the 
payment  of  which  is  hereby  guaranteed  to  the  bank 
loaning  the  same.

An  ordinance  for  paving  Light  street,  between  Pratt  street  and 
Lee  street. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  proprietors  of 
lots  binding  on  Light  street,  between  Pratt  and  Lee 
streets,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  pave 
Light  street,  in  front  of  their  respective  lots,  pro- 
vided that  they  have  the  same  paved  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  viz:  a  footway  on  the  west  side  thereof, 
of  the  width  of  ten  feet,  including  the  kerb  stone 
to  be  paved  with  brick ;  a  cart  way  adjoining  the 
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said  foot  way,  of  the  width  of  twenty-five  feet,  to 
be  paved  with  stone,  and  the  remaining  twenty-five 
feet  adjoining  the  wharf,  which  is  considered  neces- 
sary for  the  landing  and  wharfage  of  property,  may 
be  paved  with  stone,  or  graveled,  at  the  option  of 
the  proprietors. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  when- 
ever the  proprietors  of  the  lots  adjoining  Camden, 
Conway  and  Barre  streets,  shall  be  prepared  to  pave 
Light  street,  in  front  of  their  respective  lots,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  City  Commissioners  to  pave 
thirty-five  feet  on  the  west  side  of  Light  street, 
across  the  said  streets,  and  to  draw  on  the  Register 
for  the  expense  thereof,  who  is  hereby  authorized 
to  pay  the  same  out  of  any  unappropriated  funds 
of  the  city.

An  additional  supplement  to  the  ordinance  entitled  "  An  ordi- 
nance to  encourage  the  introduction  of  water  into  the  City  of 
Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  the 
Water  Company,  or  any  of  their  agents,  or  work- 
men, shall  take  up  any  part  of  the  pavement,  or 
dig  up  any  part  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  or  re- 
pairing the  pipes  for  conducting  the  water  through 
the  city,  or  into  the  houses  or  lots  of  the  citizens, 
they  shall  proceed  without  delay  to  puting  down, 
or  repairing  the  pipes  as  the  case  may  be.  and  im- 
mediately thereafter  fill  in  the  earth,  or  otherwise 
secure  the  place  so  dug  up  from  becoming  a  nuis- 
ance, or  endangering  the  persons  riding  or  driving 
through  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
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for  every  day  they  shall  neglect  to  fill  up  or  effectu- 
ally secure  the  same  from  danger;  and  shall  also 
when  the  same  is  repaved  as  hereafter  provided,  re- 
move without  delay,  the  stone,  earth,  sand  or  rub- 
bish remaining  from  the  laying  or  repairing  such 
pipes,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every 
day  the  same  may  remain  on  such  street,  lane  or 
alley. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  as  often 
as  any  of  the  said  pipes  shall  prove  defective,  so  as 
to  cause  the  water  to  flow  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground  or  pavement,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
company  to  have  the  same  immediately  repaired, 
and  for  every  neglect  thereof,  after  notice  given  to 
them  by  the  Mayor,  or  left  at  their  office,  they  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  per  day  until  the  repair 
is  made,  and  the  place  again  secured. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  all 
cases  where  the  said  company  or  any  of  their  agents 
or  workmen,  shall  take  up  the  pavement  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  and  shall  not  repave  the  same 
in  a  reasonable  time,  at  the  discretion  of  the  City 
Commissioners,  the  said  Commissioners  shall  give 
notice  to  the  said  company  to  have  the  same  imme- 
diately repaired  ;  and  if  the  company  refuse  or  ne- 
glect to  have  it  done,  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
twenty  dollars  for  every  day  thereafter  until  the 
pavement  be  completed,  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Mayor  that  the  delay  is  unavoid- 
able ;  and  in  all  cases  of  repavement  by  the  com- 
pany where  it  shall  be  insufficiently  done,  or  prove 
defective  within  six  months  from  the  time  of  its 
being  so  repaved,  the  company  shall  again  repair  it, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  they 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do,  after  notification 
from  the  Mayor. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  all 
instances  where  the  pavement  of  any  street,  lane  or 
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alley,  which  may  have  been  heretofore  opened  or 
dug  up,  under  permission  of  the  ordinance  to  which 
this  a  supplement,  and  have  not  in  the  judgment 
of  the  City  Commissioners  been  well  and  effectually 
repaved,  the  said  Water  Company  being  informed 
thereof  in  writing  by  the  said  Commissioners,  shall 
forthwith  proceed,  well  and  effectually  to  repave  the 
same,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day 
the  same  shall  be  neglected  to  be  done,  and  if  ne- 
glected for  thirty  days  after  such  notice,  the  City 
Commissioners  shall  have  the  same  effectually  re- 
paved  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  chargeable 
to,  and  paid  by  the  said  company.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  tax  of  fifteen 
shillings  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  laid  and  imposed 
upon  every  hundred  pounds  worth  of  property 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  in  proportion  for 
every  greater  or  less  sum  as  the  said  property  shall 
have  been  valued,  in  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Assembly 
passed  at  November  session  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  three,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  valua- 
tion of  real  and  personal  property  within  this  State," 
and  in  virtue  of  an  ordinance  passed  at  the  Febru- 
ary session  of  the  City  Council  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eight,  providing  for  an  additional  as- 
sessment, and  specified  in  the  return  of  the  assess- 
ment made  by  assessors  in  virtue  of  said  act  and 
ordinance,  and  the  said  tax  shall  be  paid,  collected 
and  received  in  manner  hereinafter  directed. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Collector  appointed  to  collect  the  said  tax,  before  he 
enters  upon  the  execution  of  his  office  shall  give 
bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  se- 
curity, to  be  approved  of  by  the  Mayor,  for  the  well 
and  faithful  execution  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him 
by  this  ordinance;  and  that  he  will  pay  monthly  to 
the  Register  of  the  city,  such  sums  of  money  as  he 
shall  receive  in  the  course  of  collection,  and  that  he 
will  complete  the  said  collection  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  eleven. 
And  the  said  Collector  shall  make  and  deliver  to 
each  taxable,  or  leave  at  their  place  of  abode,  or  if 
a  non-resident,  at  the  property,  an  account  in  wri- 
ting of  his  said  assessment,  containing  the  items,  in 
words  at  length  and  figures,  and  the  amount  thereof, 
which  said  account  shall  be  so  left  or  delivered  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next,  and  if  the 
said  tax  is  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of  September 
next,  that  then  and  in  such  case  the  said  Collector 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  to  re- 
cover the  same,  agreeably  to  the  mode  prescribed 
by  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  or  by  warrant  or  suit 
as  the  case  may  require ;  and  he  shall  have  and  re- 
ceive a  compensation  of  seven  and  one  half  per 
centum  for  collecting  the  same,  and  a  commission  of 
six  per  centum  for  collecting  all  other  taxes  of  the 
corporation  imposed  by  ordinance. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  be  authorized  to  make  transfers  on  the  books 
of  assessment  of  the  said  city ;  and  to  allow  for 
insolvencies  as  the  Commissioners  of  the  tax  are 
authorized  to  do  by  the  Act  of  Assembly.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  ''An  ordinance  to  pre- 
vent nuisances  and  to  enforce  useful  regulations  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  complaint 
shall  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  Health,  or 
any  of  them  in  writing,  that  any  person  or  persons, 
collect,  keep,  uses,  or  suffers  to  remain  on  his,  her  or 
their  lot  or  possessions  any  nauseous  liquors,  or  of- 
fensive matter  whatsoever,  contrary  to  the  porohibi- 
tion  declared  by  the  seventh  section  of  the  ordinance 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commissioners  to  enquire  into  and  examine  the 
same,  and  the  owner  or  occupier  of  such  lot  or  place 
shall  suffer  and  permit  a  free  entry  into  the  same  by 
the  said  commissioners,  and  a  full  enquiry  and  ex- 
amination of  such  complaint  under  the  penal  sum 
of  twenty  dollars  for  every  refusal  :  and  if  upon 
such  examination  the  said  commissioners  shall  declare 
the  matters  complained  of  to  be  within  the  prohibi- 
tions of  the  aforesaid  section,  then  the  same  shall  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the 
lot  or  place  where  the  same  may  be,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars,  and  under  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars  for  every  day  such  removal 
shall  be  delayed,  in  lieu  of  the  penalties  imposed  by 
the  said  section  for  delay  or  removal  of  such  offen- 
sive matter,  from  lots  or  premises  therein  directed.

An  ordinance  for  paving  Smith's  wharf. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  f^at  Smith's  wharf,  on

ment on  Pratt  street  to  the  last  brick  house  on  said 
wharf  inclusive;  provided  the  proprietors  of  the 
property  on  said  wharf,  at  the  same  time  pave  half 
thereof,  and  the  footway  of  six  feet  from  their  re- 
spective lots,  and  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight 
hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose.

An  ordinance  fixing   the  Salary  of  the  Mayor   for  the  ensuing 
two  years. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be  al- 
lowed for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  for 
which  he  shall  be  appointed,  the  following  annual 
compensation,  to  wit :  for  the  first  twelve  months,  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  for 
the  ensuing  twelve  months  thereafter,  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.

An  ordinance,  authorizing  the  erection  of  a  temporary  footbridge 
over  Jones'  Falls,  from  the  Fish  Market. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Richard  Caton  and 
others  who  have  petitioned  for  the  same,  be  author- 
ized and  permitted  to  erect  a  temporary  Foot-Bridge 
over  Jones's  Falls,  from  the  south  side  of  Second 
street,  on  the  West  side  of  Jones'  Falls,  to  Coach 
alley  on  the  East  side  of  said  Falls,  of  the  width  of 
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six  feet,  and  of  the  height  of  the  bridge  on  Water 
street,  and  with  the  same  distance  between  the  piles  : 
— Provided  the  said  Richard  Caton  and  others  erect 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair  at  their  own  expense  ; 
and  Provided  also,  that  the  City  Commissioners, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  shall  at  all  times 
have  the  power  to  take  up  and  remove  the  same.

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  so  much  of  the  sec- 
ond section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  an  ad- 
ditional supplement,  and  so  much  of  the  second  sec- 
tion of  the  supplement  to  the  said  ordinance  passed 
February  session  eighteen  hundred  and  nine,  as  spe- 
cifies the  time  in  which  the  collectors  of  the  tax  shall 
make  their  returns  to  the  Register  of  the  City,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  that  in  lieu 
thereof  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendents 
of  Chimney  Sweepers  to  keep  at  all  times,  an  exact 
account  of  all  the  dogs  in  their  respective  districts, 
to  collect  the  tax  and  make  monthly  returns  of  the 
same  to  the  Register  of  the  City.

agreeably  to  a  plat  bearing  date  the  thirteenth  day 
of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  nine,  lodged  in 
the  Register's  office.

•i. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  James 
Corderoy  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  extend 
his  wharf  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  feet,  being 
forty  feet  beyond  the  temporary  pier  on  said  wharf, 
from  lots  number  fifty  and  fifty-one  on  the  south 
side  of  Philpot  street,  in  the  eighth  ward,  agreeably 
to  a  plat  bearing  date  the  first  day  of  December, 
eighteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  lodged  iu  the  Reg- 
ister's office.

6. —  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  Joseph 
Biays  and  James  Biays  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  to  extend  a  pier  from  the  wharf  on  Fell's 
street,  now  occupied  by  the  said  Joseph  Biays,  until 
it  intersects,  by  its  western  extremity,  a  line  to  be 
drawn  from  the  centre  of  Archibald  Kerr's  wharf, 
as  hereby  authorized  to  be  extended,  to  the  centre 
of  David  Burk's  wharf,  as  now  made,  agreeable  to 
a  plat  lodged  in  the  Register's  office. 

7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
several  extensions  of  the  said  wharves,  piers  or  plat- 
forms, shall  be  done  in  a  good  and  substantial  work- 
manlike manner,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Commissioners,  and  provided  always  that  before 
any  of  the  wharves  before  mentioned,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  be  extended,  the  City  Commissioners  shall 
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ascertain,  at  the  expense  of  the  proprietors,  the  ex- 
act location,  measurement  and  extent  of  the  said 
permission  hereby  granted.

An  ordinance  authorizing  Thomas  Tenant  and  John  Lee,  to  ex- 
tend their  lot,  number  thirty-seven,  in  the  eighth  ward. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Thomas  Tenant 
and  John  Lee,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  extend,  fill  up,  and  wharf  their  lot  number  thirty- 
seven,  bounding  on  Point  street,  in  the  eighth  ward, 
agreeably  to  a  plat  and  petition,  bearing  date  the 
second  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ten, 
lodged  in  the  Register's  office.

An  ordinance  making  appropriations  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ten. 

1.— Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and

For  deepening  and  preserving  the  harbor,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  arising  from  the  duty  on 
tonnage  of  vessels  and  auctioneers,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding six  thousand  dollars. 

For  cleansing  the  streets,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars. 

For  removing  nuisances,  a  sum  not  exceeding  six 
hundred  dollars. 

For  the  Health  Officer,  his  salary,  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

For  the  Health  Department,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
eleven  hundred  dollars. 

For  printing  and  incidental  expenses,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  six  hundred  dollars. 

For  repaving  the  paved  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
a^uin  not  exceeding  one  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars. 

For  paving  cross  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  watching  and  lighting  the  city,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

For  altering  and  widening  footways,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  dollars. 
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For  the  clerk  of  the  Centre  market,  in  addition 
to  his  salary,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars; to  the  clerk  of  the  Fell's  Point  market,  seven- 
ty-five dollars;  to  the  clerk  of  the  Hanover  market, 
forty  dollars. 

For  oiling,  winding  and  regulating  the  clock  in 
the  steeple  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  each  of  the  City  Commissioners,  and  Com- 
missioners of  Health,  five  hundred  dollars;  their 
salary  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  their  clerk  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  the  western 
district,  one  hundred  dollars,  aud  for  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  eastern  district,  sixty  dollars,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  salary. 

For  repairing  pumps,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars. 

For  placing  flagstones  at  the  intersection  of  the 
several  streets,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars ; 
to  be  appropriated  equally  on  the  east  and  the  west 
side  of  Jones'  Falls,  at  the  intersection  of  such 
streets  as  the  City  Commissioners  may  consider  as 
firbt  requiring  the  same. 

For  improving  and  completing  the  public  springs 
on  Calvert  street  extended,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
seven  thousand  dollars,  including  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars  appropriated  at  the  July  session, 
eighteen  hundred  and  nine ;  to  be  expeuded  under 
the  direction  of  Peter  Hoffman,  Jesse  Hollings- 
worth  and  John  Davis. 

For  purchasing  a  lot  of  ground  for  city  purposes, 
and  providing  suitable  buildings  for  the  aceommo- 
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dation  of  the  city  watch  for  the  western  district,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  seven  thousand  dollars ;  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  William  Lorman 
and  James  Calhoun,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor. 

To  be  apportioned  among  the  following  fire  com 
panies:  viz.  Union,  Liberty,  Franklin,  Mechanical, 
Friendship,  Federal,  Vigilant,  Deptford,  Columbian 
and  Fell's  Point  hose  and  suction  engine  companies, 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  drawn  for  by 
the  presidents  of  said  companies  from  time  to  time, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  maybe  necessary  for  keeping 
their  engines  and  apparatus  in  repair,  provided  they 
produce  a  satisfactory  account  to  the  Mayor  for  the 
expenditure  of  the  same.

For  digging  down  and  opening  a  carriage  way  in 
Hughes  street,  from  Forest  to  Johnson  street,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  filling  up  M'Elderry  street,  the  sum  of  thir- 
teen hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  City  Commissioners. 

For  changing  the  course  of  a  stream  of  water 
which  crosses  Market  and  Bond  streets,  in  the  sev- 
enth ward,  so  as  to  run  down  German  street  into 
the  basin  ;  and  building  a  bridge  over  a  gulley  in  the 
seventh  ward,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars,  to 
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be  expended   under  the  direction  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners. 

For  cutting  down  and  removing  the  hill  at  the 
north  end  of  Market  street,  in  the  seventh  ward, 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  James  Biays  and  William 
Trimble. 

For  raising  and  repairing  the  lower  end  of  Fleet 
street,  adjoining  Washington  street,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  City  Commissioners. 

For  paving  the  west  side  of  Bowly's  wharf,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor. 

For  the  payment  of  all  balances  due  for  the  build- 
ing of  the  watch  house  in  the  seventh  ward,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  seventy- 
three  cents. 

For  building  a  stone  wall  in  Harford  street,  and 
filling  up  Smith  street,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor. 

For  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  that  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  reports  of  the  night  watch 
for  the  ensuing  year,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  equally  divided  between  them. 

For  the  payment  of  a  balance  due  Messrs.  Baley 
and  Lupton,  for  paving  Tomlinson's  alley,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  seventy-eight 
cents. 
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For  digging  a  hill  in  Pitt  street,  and  filling  up 
the  said  street  near  a  stone  bridge  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Pitt  and  Harford  streets,  in  the  sixth  ward, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  erecting  and  lighting  twenty-four  lamps  in 
such  parts  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  is  particu- 
larly described  by  two  resolutions,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  extending  the  public  wharf  on  Market  street, 
in  the  eight,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  Joseph  Biays 
and  Thomas  Tenant,  in  conjunction  with  the  City 
Commissioners,  and  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor. 

For  paying  William  B.  Lupton  for  his  work  in 
preparing  to  pave  Sharp  street,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  City 
Commissioners  shall  adjudge  him  to  be  justly  enti- 
tled to  in  anticipation  of  the  paving  tax. 

For  erecting  ten  more  fire  plugs  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor. 

For  securing  and  repairing  Billingsgate  street  in 
the  sixth  ward,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor. 

For  paying  John  Marsh,  a  balance  due  for  paving 
of  Dulany  street,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
forty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents. 

For  the  payment  of  the  journal  of  accounts,  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  and  ninety  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  including  the  extra  sessions  of  April  and  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine. 
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And  that  the  Mayor  be  authorized,  from  time  to 
time,  to  draw  on  the  Register  for  the  amount  of  the 
aforesaid  several  appropriations,  for  their  respective 
purposes,  who  is  hereby  requested  to  lay  before  the 
City  Council  a  particular  account  of  the  expendi- 
tures of  said  money  with  the  vouchers  thereof. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  on 
loan  from  any  of  the  banks  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  payment  of  which  is  hereby  guaranteed  to 
the  bank  loaning  the  same.

A    supplement  to  the   ordinance  entitled   '-An  ordinance  for  th^ 
inspection  of  Fish  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  two  suitable  per- 
sons be  appointed  inspectors  of  fish,  under  the  duties 
and  powers  imposed  and  given  to  an  inspector  offish 
by  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and 
the  compensation  received  therefor  shall  be  equally 
divided  between  them — and  each  of  the  said  persons 
shall  pay  fifty  dollars  for  the  licenses  to  be  granted 
to  them  in  pursuance  of  the  said  ordimance.

No.  2. 


An  ordinance  to  impose  a  tax  on  the  real  and  personal  property 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection 
of  the  same  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eleven. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  tax  of  fifteen 
shillings  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  laid  and  imposed 
upon  every  hundred  pounds  worth  of  property  with- 
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in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  in  proportion  for  every 
greater  or  less  sum,  as  the  said  property  shall  have 
been  valued,  in  virtue  of  an  act  of  assembly  passed 
at  November  session,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  three,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  valuation  of  real 
and  personal  property  within  this  state,"  and  speci- 
fied in  the  returns,  of  the  assessment,  made  by  asses- 
sors, in  virtue  of  said  act ;  and  the  said  tax  shall  be 
paid,  collected  and  received  in  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there 
be  a  collector  appointed  to  collect  the  said  tax,  who, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  execution  of  his  office,  shall 
give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with 
security  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  for  the  well 
and  faithful  execution  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him 
by  this  ordinance;  and  that  he  will  pay,  monthly, 
to  the  register  of  the  city  such  sums  as  he  shall  re- 
ceive in  the  course  of  collection  and  that  he  will  com- 
plete the  collection  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, eighteen  hundred  and  twelve ;  and  the  said 
collector  shall  make  and  deliver  to  each  taxable  per- 
son, or  leave  at  his,  her  or  their  last  place  of  abode, 
or,  if  a  non-resident,  at  the  property  an  account  in 
writing  of  his,  her  or  their  assessment,  containing 
the  items  in  words  at  length  and  figures ;  and  the 
amount  thereof,  which  said  account  shall  be  left  or 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next. 
— And  if  the  said  tax  is  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of 
September  next,  that  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  said 
collector  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed 
to  recover  the  same  agreeable  to  the  mode  prescribed 
by  the  act  of  incorporation,  and  he  shall  have  and 
receive  a  compensation  of  seven  and  a  half  per  cent, 
for  collecting  the  same,  and  a  commission  of  six  per 
cent,  for  collecting  all  other  taxes  of  the  corporation 
imposed  by  ordinance. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  be  authorized  to  make  transfers  on  the  books 
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of  assessment  of  the  said  city,  and  to  allow  for  in- 
solvencies as  the  commissioners  of  the  tax  are  au- 
thorized to  do  by  act  of  assembly. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there 
be  three  assessors  appointed  to  assess,  in  the  manner 
herein  after  provided,  all  the  property  within  the 
said  city,  which  is  not  included,  valued,  or  assessed 
in  any  former  valuation  or  assessment,  and  which 
may  be  subject  to  assessment  by  the  laws  of  this 
state  within  the  following  districts,  to  wit :  From 
Calvert  street  to  the  westward  of  the  city,  inclusive, 
for  the  first  district ;  from  Calvert  street  eastward, 
to  Jones'  Falls,  inclusive,  for  the  second  district : 
and  from  Jones'  Falls  eastward  to  Harris's  Creek, 
inclusive,  for  the  third  district.  In  making  which 
additional  assessment,  the  said  assessors  shall  go  to- 
gether to  each  house  in  the  city,  and  take  an  accurate 
account  of  all  the  assessable  property  both  real  and 
personal  within  the  limits  thereof,  and  assess  the 
same  where  it  has  not  heretofore  been  assessed,  as 
may  be,  at  the  same  rate  of  the  late  assessment  of 
the  like  property,  and  make  returns  thereof  to  the 
register's  office,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June 
next,  for  which  services  they  shall  have  and  receive 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  every 
person  or  persons,  when  required  by  the  said  asses- 
sors, shall  give  them  a  full  and  particular  account  of 
all  his,  her  or  their  real  and  personal  property  re- 
quired to  be  assessed  by  this  ordinance  within  the 
city,  belonging  to  him,  her  or  them,  or  in  his,  her  or 
their  possession,  under  the  penalties  of  the  fifteenth 
section  of  the  act  of  assembly  of  the  state  of  Mary- 
land, for  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property 
in  this  state. 

6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons,  shall  think  themselves  aggrieved 
by  the  assessment  made  in  pursuance  of  this  ordi- 
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nance,  he,  she  or  they  may  appeal  to  the  Mayor? 
who,  upon  a  comparative  view  with  other  assess- 
ments, may  equalize  the  same  by  adding  thereto,  or 
deducting  therefrom,  as  he  in  his  judgment  may 
deem  right;  and  also  make  allowances  and  trans- 
fers as  herein  before  mentioned. 

7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  upon 
the  property  to  be  assessed  in  pursuance  of  this  or- 
dinance, there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  imposed  a 
tax  of  fifteen  shillings  in  every  hundred  pounds 
worth  of  said  property ;  and  so  in  proportion  for 
any  lesser  sum,  which  tax  shall  be  paid  and  collect- 
ed in  like  manner  with  the  other  tax  first  imposed.

No.  3. 


An  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  appoint  City  Commis- 
sioners and  prescribing  their  duties." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Commis- 
sioners be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and 
directed  to  enquire  into,  and  ascertain  the  lines  and 
bounds  that  may  have  been  established,  (by  the  board 
of  Wardens  for  the  port  of  Baltimore,)  as  the  limits 
and  channel  of  Jones'  Falls ;  and  in  case  the  said 
lines  and  bounds  shall  in  any  part  or  place,  be  un- 
certain, and  cannot  be  ascertained,  the  said  Com- 
missioners shall  then  proceed  to  fix  and  establish, 
in  such  uncertain  parts  or  places,  lines  and  bounds 
for  the  said  channel,  corresponding  to,  and  connect- 
ing them  with  those  established  by  the  said  board 
of  Wardens,  whose  acts  therein,  shall  in  every  in- 
stance be  regarded  by  the  said  Commissioners,  in 
their  proceeding  under  this  law. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
said  Commissioners  shall  give  at  least  ten  days  pre- 
vious public  notice,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
the  city,  stating  the  time,  place  and  object  of  their 
meeting,  before  they  proceed  to  execute  the  duties 
required  of  them  by  this  ordinance :  and  when  they 
have  performed  the  same,  they  shall  forthwith  re- 
turn, under  their  hands  and  seals  to  the  Register's 
office,  to  be  there  filed,  as  evidence  of  the  matters 
contained  in  the  same,  a  full  account  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, with  all  the  proofs  by  them  taken,  and  a 
correct  plat  of  the  lines  and  bounds  of  the  channel 
aforesaid,  which  they  may  ascertain  to  have  been 
established  by  the  wardens  aforesaid,  or  which  they 
may  establish  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance  ;  loca- 
ting on  such  plat,  with  proper  explanations  and  ref- 
erences, such  permanent  objects  as  they  may  con- 
sider necessary  or  useful,  in  hereafter  ascertaining 
the  true  position  of  said  channel. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
right  of  appeal  to  be  applied  for,  and  proceeded  on 
in  the  like  time  and  manner,  and  with  the  like 
effect,  as  provided  by  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  in  cases  of  fixing  the  lines  of  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys,  is  hereby  given  to  any  person  or 
persons,  who  may  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by 
the  determination  of  the  said  Commissioners  in  exe- 
cution of  this  ordinance;  and  if  any  appeal  shall 
be  had  therefrom,  the  persons  appointed  to  review 
the  same  shall  proceed  under  the  like  restrictions 
and  duties  as  are  herein  prescribed  to  the  City  Com- 
missioners.

An  ordinance  authorizing  William  M'Donald  to  repair  the  south 
end  of  Bowley's  wharf. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  granted  to  William  M'Donald, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  extend  the  south  end  of 
Bowley's  wharf  southerly,  to  the  distance  of  twelve 
feet;  provided  the  said  William  M'Donald  at  the 
same  time,  extend,  make  and  fill  up  the  west  side,  or 
the  public  part  of  the  said  wharf  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  City  Commissioners.

No.  5. 

An  ordinance  extending  the  time  for  the  City  Collector  to  com- 
plete his  collection. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Collector 
be  allowed  until  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  to  complete  the  collection  of 
all  monies  due  to  this  corporation,  which  should 
have  been  made  previous  the  first  day  of  February, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eleven.

No.  6. 

A  supplement  to  the  ordinance  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to  pre- 
vent nuisances,  and  to  enforce  useful  regulations  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall   sell  or  expose  to  sale,  any  oysters  in 
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shells  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day 
of  October,  every  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  twenty  dollars;  and  the  12th  section 
of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

No.  7. 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  ercctiug  of  a  stone  bridge  over 
Jones'  Falls,  at  the  crossing  of  Gay  street. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  stone  bridge  of 
one  arch  shall  be  erected  over  Jones'  Falls  at  the 
place  usually  called  Griffith's  bridge,  which  shall  be 
of  the  breadth  of  forty-five  feet,  and  be  secured  with 
iron  railings ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Commissioners,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor,  to 
provide  during  the  present  year,  such  materials  as 
may  be  necessary  for  commencing  the  said  work 
early  in  the  ensuing  year,  and  progressing  therein. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  it 
shall  be  necessary  to  alter  the  grade  of  the  streets 
for  the  purpose  of  building  said  bridge,  in  such  case 
the  assent  in  writing  to  such  alteration,  of  the  indi- 
viduals whose  property  may  be  affected  thereby  shall 
be  first  had  and  filed  in  the  Register's  office  (to  be 
there  kept)  before  the  Commissioners  shall  proceed 
to  said  work. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
materials  for  the  said  bridge,  and  the  further  expense 
of  building  the  said  bridge  shall  be  paid  by  the  city.

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No.  8. 

An  ordinance  respecting  wagons  and  carts  bringing  hay  or  straw 
into  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  it  is  the  practice  with  those  who  bring 
hay  and  straw  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  secure 
and  fasten  down  the  same  on  their  wagons  or  carts, 
with  poles  which  extend  a  considerable  distance 
behind  the  carriage,  to  the  great  danger  of  the  citi- 
zens, as  in  the  turning  from  one  street  or  alley  into 
another  street  or  alley,  the  sudden  sweep  of  the  pole 
sometimes  strikes  the  passengers  with  great  force, 
and  has  in  several  instances  almost  proved  fatal. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That,  if  after 
the  first  day  of  August  next,  any  wagon,  cart  or 
other  carriage,  loaded  with  hay  or  straw,  and  whose 
poles  fastening  down  the  same,  shall  extend  more 
three  feet  behind  the  carriage  or  hindmost  fastening 
thereof,  shall  enter  into  any  street,  lane  or  alley  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  the  owner  or  driver  of  said 
carriage  shall  forfeit  any  pay  for  every  offence  three 
dollars,  one  half  thereof  to  go  to  the  informer  and 
the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  city,  and  it  shall  be 
the  especial  duty  of  the  several  hay  weighers  to 
make  this  ordinance  known  to  the  owners  and  dri- 
vers of  all  the  carriages  coming  to  them  with  hay  or 
straw  to  be  weighed.

No.  9. 

An  ordinance  authorizing  a  survey  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
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Commissioners  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered 
and  directed,  to  contract  with  one  or  more  skilful 
surveyors,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  correct  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  under  their  di- 
rection, and  to  establsh  the  boundaries  of  squares, 
and  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  to  fix  marks  and  de- 
vices thereon,  and  they  shall  cause  a  correct  plat  or 
plats  with  proper  explanations  of  the  same  to  be 
made  together  with  any  proof  by  them  taken  to  be 
reduced  into  writing;  and  the  Commissioners  afore- 
said are  hereby  directed  to  cause  to  be  made  fair 
duplicates  of  the  said  plats,  and  certificates  of  the 
said  survey,  containing  the  location  thereof,  and  such 
other  locations  and  illustrations  as  they  may  judge 
useful  and  necessary ;  and  they  shall  sign  their  names 
to  each  plat  and  certificate,  and  return  one  to  the 
Register  of  the  city,  to  be  by  him  kept  as  the  true 
location  of  said  city,  and  the  other  to  be  lodged  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Commissioners  for  their  use,  and  if 
any  person  shall  apprehend  himself  aggrieved  by  the 
determination  of  said  Commissioners  in  the  premises, 
such  person  may  appeal  in  like  manner  as  is  provided 
in  the  sixth  section  of  "  an  ordinance  to  appoint  City 
Commissioners  and  prescribing  their  duties,"  and 
the  City  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  draw  on  the  Register  of  the  city  for 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars,  to 
enable  them  to  carry  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
into  effect.

No.  10. 


An  ordinance  appropriating  a  sum  of  money  for  the  erecting  a 
Stone  Bridge  over  Jones'  Falls  on  Pratt  street,  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Thrt  a  sum  not  exced- 
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ing  twenty  thousand  dollars,  be  and  the  same  is  here- 
by appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  stone 
Bridge  over  Jones'  Falls,  on  Pratt  street ;  and  that  the 
said  sum,  or  so  much  thereof,  as  may  be  neeessary  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  shall  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Commissioners  in  conjunction 
with  the  Mayor,  who  are  hereby  authorized  from 
time  to  time,  to  draw  on  the  Register,  to  the  amount 
of  said  appropriation. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  said 
Bridge  be  built  of  the  breadth  of  at  least  forty  five 
feet,  with  three  arches,  two  of  which  to  be  not  less 
than  fourteen  feet  each ;  and  the  centre  arch,  not 
less  than  thirty  five  feet,  with  two  piers,  of  not  more 
than  nine  feet  each,  the  footways  on  each  side,  to  be 
of  the  width  of  eight  feet  at  least,  with  iron  hand- 
rails at  the  sides  ;  and  the  eastern  abutment,  or  spring- 
ing of  the  eastern  arch,  to  commence  upon  the  east- 
ern line  of  the  Falls,  and  the  dimensions  above  cited, 
to  be  calculated  from  the  said  eastern  abutment : 
Provided  nevertheless >,  that  previous  to  the  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  this  ordinance,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Commissioners,  shall  have  received  the  assent 
in  writing,  and  have  the  same  filed  and  preserved 
in  the  Register's  office,  of  all  persons  who  may  be, 
in  any  wise  injured  by  the  erection  of  said  bridge, 
or  by  the  alteration  of  any  grade,  that  may  take 
place,  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance.

No.  11. 

An  ordinance  fur  the  improvement  uf  Jones'  Falls. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person  or 
persons,  shall  hereafter  erect,  or  cause  to  be  erected, 
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any  privy,  or  other  building,  over  any  wharf,  or 
stone  wall,  on  Jones'  Falls,  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  city,  so  that  the  filth  therefrom  be  discharged 
into  the  Falls,  except  by  means  of  a  sewer  within 
the  said  wharf  or  wall,  emptying  itself  below  high 
water  mark ;  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  twen- 
ty dollars. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
owner  or  owners  of  every  privy,  or  other  building 
erected,  or  which  may  be  erected  over  the  said  Fails, 
from  which  the  filth  is  discharged,  otherwise  than 
above-mentioned,  shall  remove  the  same  before  the 
first  day  of  June  next,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
dollars,  for  each  and  every  day  the  said  privy,  or 
building  shall  remain.

No.  11. 

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  borrow  the  sum  there- 
in mentioned. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  on  loan,  from  any 
of  the  Banks  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  a  further 
sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars, 
the  payment  of  which  is  hereby  granted  to  the  bank 
or  banks,  loaning  the  same.

No.  12. 

An  Ordinance  making  appropriations  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eleven. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  be  appropria- 
ted— 
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For  the  deepening  and  preserving  the  harbor,  to 
be  paid  out  of  any  money  arising  from  the  duty  on 
tonnage  of  vessels  and  auctioneers,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing six  thousand  dollars. 

For  cleaning  the  streets,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars. 

For  removing  nuisances,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  the  health  officer,  his  salary,  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

For  the  health  department,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twelve  hundred  dollars. 

For  printing  and  incidental  expenses,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

> 

For  repairing  the  paved  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys 
a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

For  paving  cross  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  watching  and  lighting  the  city,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fourteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  altering  and  widening  footways,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  clerk  of  the  Centre  Market,  in  addition 
to  his  salary,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, to  the  clerk  of  the  Fell's  Point  market,  seven- 
ty-five dollars,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  Hanover 
market,  forty  dollars. 

For  oiling,  winding,  and  regulating  the  clock  in 
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the  steeple  of  the  German   Reformed  Church,  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  each  of  the  city  commissioners  and  commis- 
sioners of  health,  six  hundred  dollars,  and  to  their 
clerk,  live  hundred  dollars,  their  salary  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

For  the  superintendent  of  streets  and  pumps  for 
the  western  district,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  for 
the  superintendent  of  the  eastern  district,  sixty  dol- 
lars in  addition  to  their  salary. 

For  repairing  pumps,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars. 

For  placing  flagstones  at  the  intersection  of  the 
several  streets,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in- 
cluding seventeen  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  due  George 
and  Elisha  Bayley,  for  placing  stepping  stones  in 
St.  Paul  street,  to  be  appropriated  equally  on  the 
east  and  west  side  of  Jones'  Falls ;  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  such  streets  as  the  City  Commissioners  may 
consider  as  first  requiring  the  same. 

To  be  apportioned  among  the  following  fire  com- 
panies, viz:  Union,  Liberty,  Franklin,  Mechanical, 
Friendship,  Independent,  Vigilant,  Deptford,  Co- 
lumbia, FelTs  Point  hose  and  suction  engine,  first 
Baltimore  hose,  and  United  hose  and  suction  engine 
companies,  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  thousand  six 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  drawn  for  by  the  presidents 
of  said  companies,  from  time  to  time,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  keeping  their  engines 
and  apparatus  in  repair;  provided  they  produce  a 
satisfactory  account  to  the  Mayor  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  same. 

For  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  that  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  reports  of  the  night  watch  for 
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the  ensuing  year,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to 
be  equally  divided  between  them. 

To  pay  Ludwig  Herring  a  balance  due  for  build- 
ing the  public  wharf  at  the  east  end  of  Camden 
street,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents. 

For  wharfing  up  the  west  side  of  the  public  wharf 
in  Will's  street,  in  the  eighth  ward,  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Mayor. 

For  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  additional  num- 
ber of  fire  plugs,  (not  exceeding  twenty)  the  sum  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Commissioners. 

To  pay  Joseph  Biays  and  Thomas  Tenant  a  bal- 
ance due  for  building  the  public  wharf  in  Market 
street,  in  the  eighth  ward,  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
and  two  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents. 

For  the  purpose  of  cutting  down,  filling  up  and 
leveling  Dulany  street,  near  its  intersection  with 
Market  street,  Fell's  .Point,  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor. 

For  the  purpose  of  digging  down  Market  street 
extended,  north  of  Dulany  street,  in  the  sixth  ward, 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commissioners. 

For  extending  the  east  and  south  fronts  of  the 
Hanover  market  house  to  the  kerbstone,  and  put- 
ting a  new  roof  on  said  fronts,  the  sum  of  thirteen 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  City  Commissioners. 
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For  the  purpose  of  repaying  Sharp  street,  south 
of  Camden  street,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners. 

For  the  purpose  of  repaying  south  Liberty  street, 
the  sum  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commissioners. 

For  the  purpose  of  digging  two  gutters  or  ditches 
on  each  side  of  John  street,  and  laying  a  culvert  or 
trunk  across  said  street,  in  the  first  ward,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  George  and  Michael  Warner  in  con- 
junction with  the  City  Commissioners. 

For  the  purpose  of  placing  posts  or  stoues,  (as 
shall  be  considered  most  advisable)  in  such  situa- 
tions as  shall  best  secure  the  pillars  supporting  the 
wings  of  the  Centre  market  from  injury  by  carts  or 
wagons  running  against  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  di 
rection  of  the  clerk  of  the  market,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Mayor. 

For  the  purpose  of  building  a  stone  wall  or  abut- 
ment with  stone  steps,  at  the  end  of  Plowman  street, 
on  Jones'  Falls,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor. 

For  the  purpose  of  altering  the  pavement  at  the 
intersection  of  North  and  Saratoga  streets,  so  as  to 
permit  the  water  to  pass  down  North  street,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commissioners,  pro- 
vided the  owners  of  property  which  may  be  injured 
thereby  (if  any)  shall  assent  thereto. 
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For  filling  a  gully  in  Fleet  street,  raising  Castle 
alley,  from  its  intersection  with  Fleet  street,  north, 
eighty  feet,  and  removing  a  nuisance  occasioned  by 
the  collection  of  a  large  body  of  water,  provided  the 
owners  of  property  joining  the  east  line  thereof,  fill 
up  their  lots  at  the  same  time;  and  also  for  placing 
logs  across  the  stone  arch  passing  through  Wilkes 
street,  three  feet  high,  and  for  erecting  abutments 
at'the  east  lines  of  Washington  street,  Star  alley 
and  Wolf  street,  at  the  intersection  of  Bank  street, 
and  providing  courses  for  the  water  to  pass  south  to 
Wilkes  street,  thence  to  the  harbor,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Mayor. 

B'or  the  purpose  of  filling  the  north  end  of  Petti- 
coat alley,  between  Gough  and  German  streets,  pro- 
vided the  owners  of  property  on  the  east  side  shall, 
at  the  same  time,  fill  up  ten  feet  in  width,  and  those 
on  the  west  side  thereof  shall  fill  up  their  lots,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  City  Commissioners. 

To  pay  for  work  already  done  at  the  City  Springs 
and  to  complete  the  improvements,  the  sum  of 
thirty-six  hundred  dollars  (including  former  appro- 
priations not  called  for,)  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  John  Davis,  Dr.  John  Campbell  White, 
John  Hollins  and  Amos  A.  Williams,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Mayor. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  mud  machine  belonging 
to  Benjamin  Colver,  together  with  the  scows,  appa- 
ratus and  privileges  by  him  offered  for  sale,  provided 
the  same  be  found  to  answer  the  purposes  of  the 
city,  and  can  be  had  on  reasonable  terms,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  City  Commissioners,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Mayor. 
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For  the  purpose  of  building  a  wharf  at  the  south 
side  of  the  basin,  in  front  of  the  lot  belonging  to 
the  city,  on  which  the  powder  magazine  now  stands, 
and  to  extend  in  said  direction  to  the  depth  of  twelve 
feet  water,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
completed  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor. 

For  the  purpose  of  removing  a  lamp,  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  engine  house  belonging  to  the  Liberty 
Fire  Company,  to  the  door  of  the  same,  and  erecting 
and  lighting  the  following  lamps,  viz  : — one  at  the 
engine  house  of  the  First  Baltimore  Hose  Company, 
at  the  corner  of  Hanover  street  and  German  lane, 
in  the  second  ward ;  one  in  Uhler  s  alley,  in  said 
ward  ;  one  at  the  corner  of  Wilkes  street  and  Happy 
alley ;  one  at  the  corner  of  Bank  street  and  said 
alley,  in  the  seventh  ward ;  and  such  additional 
lamps  as  the  City  Commissioners  shall  deem  neces- 
sary, a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  expended  under  their  direction. 

For  the  payment  of  the  journal  of  accounts,  the 
sum  of  nine  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars. 

And  that  the  Mayor  be  authorized  from  time  to 
time,  to  draw  on  the  Register  for  the  amount  of  the 
aforesaid  several  appropriations,  for  their  several 
respective  purposes,  who  is  hereby  requested  to  lay 
before  the  City  Council  a  particular  account  of  the 
expenditures  of  said  money,  with  the  vouchers 
thereof.

A  supplement  to  the  Ordinance  regulating  the  riding  and  driv- 
ing of  Horses  and  Carriages  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  for 
other  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  every  person  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the  Ordi- 
nance to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  in  riding  or 
driving  in  an  immoderate  gait,  in  or  through  the 
streets,  lanes,  or  alleys  of  the  city,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  line  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars — one  half 
to  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the 
city.

An    ordinance    to   authorize  the  drawing  of  a  Lottery  therein 
mentioned 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Wra,  Jessop,  Eli 
Hewit,  John  Fite,  Geo.  Decker,  Stephen  Grove, 
Jesse  Slingluff,  William  Jones,  George  Wall,  George 
Peters,  Jonathan  Manro,  Jeremiah  Sullivan  and 
John  F.  Harris,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  propose  a  scheme  of  a  lot- 
tery and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  tickets  therein, 
for  the  raising  of  the  sum  of  four  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  Engine 
House  on  the  lot  of  the  Liberty  Fire  Company. 

2. —  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Managers  aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  them,  before 
they  proceed  to  the  sale  of  any  ticket  or  tickets  in 
said  lottery,  shall  give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  in  the  penal  sum  of  eighteen 
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thousand  dollars,  conditioned,  that  they  will  and 
truly  apply  the  monies  arising  therefrom  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  prizes  drawn  therein  to  the  adventurers 
to  whom  they  shall  be  due,  and  the  necessary  expen- 
ses incurred  in  the  management  thereof,  and  that 
they  will  within  thirty  days  after  the  drawing  of 
said  lottery  is  finished,  pay  to  the  Register  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  six  dollars  in  every  hun- 
dred dollars  of  the  sum  so  proposed  to  be  raised  by 
the  scheme  aforesaid  and  that  they  will  apply  the 
residue  to  the  object  contemplated  by  this  ordinance.

A  supplement  to  the  ordinance,  entitled,  "an  ordinance  for  the 
inspection  of  Flour. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  three  persons  be 
appointed  Inspector  of  Flour  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  inspect  all  the  flour  and  meal  brought  to  the  city 
and  precincts  for  sale,  in  conformity  to  the  Acts  of 
Assembly,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation, 
and  in  a  special  manner  to  attend  to  the  weight  of 
the  flour  and  the  cask  containing  the  same,  as  well 
as  the  quality  thereof,  so  that  no  fraud  or  neglect 
shall  arise  in  the  sale. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  this  ordinance  into  effect,  the 
city  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts — the  first 
district  to  contain  all  that  part  of  the  city  on  the 
north  side  of  Baltimore  street,  to  the  west  side  of 
Calvert  street,  inclusive.  The  second  district  shall 
be  all  that  part  of  the  city  on  the  south  side  of  Bal- 
timore street,  to  the  west  side  of  Calvert  street,  in- 
clusive; and  the  remainder  of  the  city  shall  form 
the  third   district.     And  the  said  Inspectors  shall

change,  alternately  on  the  Monday  of  every  week 
and  all  the  emoluments  arising  therefrom  shall  be 
equally  divided  among  them,  so  that  each  Inspector 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  a  year,  receive  the  same 
compensation. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  Inspectors  to  take  out  a  license 
from  the  Mayor,  for  which  they  shall  severally  pay 
three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance,  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  pro- 
vide for  the  erecting  a  stone  bridge  over  Jones'  Falls,  at  the 
crossing  of  Gay  street. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  said  bridge  shall 
be  built  with  two  arches,  each  26  feet  wide  and 
with  a  pier  in  the  centre  not  exceeding  eight  feet, 
and  that  so  much  of  the  said  ordinance  as  requires 
the  said  bridge  to  be  built  with  one  arch,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  a  sum 
not  exceeding  thirteen  thousand  dollars,  (in  addition 
to  a  former  appropriation  of  three  thousand  dollars) 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  building  said  bridge,  and  procuring  ma- 
terials.

An  ordinance  respecting  the  mud  machine,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  designate  the  place  or 
places  in  the  harbor  and  basin  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, in  which  the  mud  machine  shall  be  employed 
during  the  ensuing  two  years. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  contract  wTith 
the  Commissioners  appointed  by  an  Act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Maryland,  for  extending  a  pier 
from  Pratt  street  south  into  the  harbor  of  Baltimore, 
for  filling  the  said  pier.

An  ordinance  regulating  the  sale  of  cattle  at  the  Centre  market. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the  first 
of  May  next,  all  cattle  brought  to  the  Centre  mar- 
ket for  sale,  shall,  when  directed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
market,  (whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  such  direc- 
tions) be  taken  to,  and  kept  on,  that  part  of  the  said 
market  space,  between  Water  street  and  Pratt  street, 
which  part  of  the  said  market  space  is  hereby  appro- 
priated, for  the  present,  for  a  cattle  market ;  and 
every  person  neglecting  or  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  for  every  offence,  and  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  market  to  procure  a 
sufficient  number  of  posts,  and  have  them  fixed 
around  the  said  market,  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
such  cattle;  the  expense  of  which  the  Mayor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  pay.

An  ordinance  for  rebuilding  and  extending  a  market  house  in 
the  eighth  ward. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Archibald  Kerr  and 
David  Burk,  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  cause  to  be  rebuilt 
the  lower  market  house,  in  market  street  in  the 
eighth  ward,  to  extend  from  the  south  line  of  Lan- 
caster street,  south,  one  hundred  and  seventy-four 
feet  of  the  same  width,  and  to  be  finished  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  upper  market  house  in  said 
ward,  with  the  exception  that  fifty  feet  of  the  south 
end  thereof  is  to  be  finished  as  a  fish  market,  with 
the  necessary  side  and  centre  benches. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
said  market  house,  when  completed,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  the  upper  mar- 
ket house  in  the  eighth  ward  now  is. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
carrying  this  ordinance  into  effect,  and  that  the  said 
Archibald  Kerr  and  David  Burk,  in  conjunction 
with  the  City  Commissioners,  shall,  with  the  appro- 
bation  of  the  Mayor,  draw  on  the   Register  of  the 
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City,  from  time  to  time,  for  so  much  of  the  said  sum 
as  they  shall,  for  this  purpose,  find  necessary.

Au  ordinance  mure  effectually  to  prevent  swine  runniu^  at  large 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1. —  Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland 
have  heretofore  passed  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to 
prevent  the  going  at  large  of  swine,  within  five 
miles  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  Baltimore  county," 
and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  have 
passed  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  pre- 
vent the  going  at  large  of  swine  within  the  City  of 
Baltimore,"  and  both  being  found  ineffectual  in  pre- 
venting the  evil  arising  therefrom  ; 

2. — Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from 
and  after  the  passing  this  ordinance,  and  the  publi- 
cation thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  all  persons  to 
kill  or  cause  to  be  killed,  or  to  seize,  take  and  dis- 
pose of,  for  their  own  use,  all  swine  running  at  large 
in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  said  city. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  placed  at  the  dispo- 
sal of  the  Mayor,  to  be  expended  as  he  shall  judge 
most  advisable,  in  causing  the  ordinances  of  the  cor- 
poration respecting  swine,  to  be  effectually  executed  ; 
and  the  Register  shall  pay  said  sum  to  the  order  of 
the  Mayor,  and  charge  the  same  to  the  fund  appro- 
priated to  the  removal  of  nuisances.

An  ordinance  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Mayor  for  the  ensuing  two 
years. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  be  al- 
lowed for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  for 
which  he  shall  be  appointed,  the  following  annual 
compensation,  to  wit:  for  the  iirst  twelve  months, 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
for  the  ensuing  twelve  months  thereafter,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  payable  quar- 
ter yearly.

An  ordinance  to  impose  a  tax  on  the  real  and  personal  property 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  to  provide  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  same  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  aud  twelve, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  tax  of  fifteen 
shillings  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  laid  and  imposed 
upon  every  hundred  pounds  worth  of  property 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  in  proportion  for 
every  greater  or  less  sum,  as  the  said  property  shall 
have  been  valued,  in  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Assembly 
passed  at  November  session,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  three,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  valua- 
tion of  real  and  personal  property  within  this  State," 
and  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation  since  passed 
for  the  valuation  or  assessment  of  property  not  in- 
cluded in  the  aforesaid  valuation  or  assessment,  and 
specified  in  the  returns  of  the  assessment  made  by 
assessors  in  virtue  of  said  act  and  ordinances,  and 
the  said  tax  shall  be  paid,  collected  and  received  in 
manner  hereinafter  directed. 
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2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person,  or  persons  to  take  an 
accurate  account  of  all  the  four  wheel  riding  carriages, 
all  the  chairs  and  sulkies,  all  the  wagons  and  carts, 
the  felloes  of  whose  wheels  are  less  than  four  inches 
in  breadth,  and  all  the  riding  horses  kept  within  the 
city,  and  make  a  correct  return  thereof  on  oath,  with 
the  name  of  the  owner  and  their  place  of  residence 
as  far  as  they  have  been  able  to  obtain  them,  in  order 
that  the  tax  imposed  on  them  by  Act  of  Assembly, 
may  be  regularly  and  faithfully  collected  by  the 
Collector  of  the  City ;  for  which  service  the  Mayor 
may  allow  the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  any 
sum  in  his  discretion,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
person  or  persons  in  whose  custody  or  keeping  any 
of  the  objects  aforesaid  are  found,  shall  be  consid- 
ered the  owner  thereof,  and  liable  to  pay  the  tax 
unless  they  make  known  the  true  owner  to  the  per- 
son appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  aforesaid. 

4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there 
be  a  collector  appointed  to  collect  the  said  tax,  who, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  execution  of  his  office, 
shall  give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  for 
the  well  and  faithful  execution  of  the  trust  reposed 
in  him  by  this  ordinance,  or  any  other  ordinances 
of  the  corporation,  and  that  he  will  pay  monthly  to 
the  Register  of  the  city,  such  sums  of  money  as  he 
shall  receive  in  the  course  of  collection,  and  that 
he  will  complete  the  said  collection  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirteen; 
and  the  said  collector  shall  make  and  deliver  to 
each  taxable  person,  or  leave  at  his,  her,  or  their 
last  place  of  abode,  or  if  a  non-resident  at  the  prop- 
erty, an  account  in  writing  of  his,  her,  or  their  as- 
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scssment  and  tax,  containing  the  items  in  words  at 
length  or  figures,  and  the  amount  thereof,  which 
said  account  shall  be  left,  or  delivered  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  August  next ;  and  if  the  said  tax 
is  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of  September  next,  that 
then,  and  in  such  case,  the  said  collector  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  to  recover  the 
same,  agreeably  to  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  act 
of  incorporation ;  and  he  shall  have  and  receive  a 
compensation  of  seven  and  one-half  per  centum  for 
collecting  the  same,  and  a  commission  of  six  per 
centum  for  collecting  all  other  taxes  of  the  corpora- 
tion, imposed  by  ordinance. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  be  authorized  to  make  transfers  on  the  books 
of  assessment  of  the  said  city,  and  to  allow  for  in- 
solvencies, as  the  commissioners  of  the  tax  are 
authorized  to  do  by  the  Act  of  Assembly. 

6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
City  Collector  be,  and  he  is  hereby  allowed  and 
authorized  until  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirteen,  to  complete  the  collection  of 
all  monies  due  to  this  corporation,  which  should 
have  been  made  previous  to  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, eighteen  hundred  and  twelve.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  directing  the  inspection  of  but- 
ter and  hog's  lard. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Inspector  of 
Butter,  Lard  and  Flaxseed,  shall  take  out  a  license, 
for  which  he  shall  pay,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  pre- 
vent nuisances,  and  to  enforce  useful  regulations  within  the 
CSty  of  Baltimore. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  wooden  dwell- 
ing house,  shop,  stable,  or  any  other  wooden  build- 
ing (except  fire  engine  houses)  shall  be  hereafter 
erected  within  the  following  metes,  bounds  and  lim- 
its, to  wit :  that  part  of  the  city  west  of  Jones'  Falls 
which  lies  north  of  Hill  street,  and  also  that  part 
of  the  city  on  the  east  side  of  Jones'  Falls,  and 
south  of  the  intersection  of  Jones  and  French 
streets,  thence  with  the  limits  of  the  city  easterly  to 
Forrest  street,  thence  on  both  sides  of  Forrest  street 
southerly  to  the  line  of  the  city,  thence  with  the 
lines  of  the  city  to  Hartford  street,  thence  on  both 
sides  of  said  street  to  Great  York  street,  thence  on 
the  south  sides  of  said  street  and  Dulany  street  east- 
erly to  Anna  street,  thence  on  both  sides  of  said 
street  to  Bank  street,  thence  on  both  sides  of  said 
street  to  Washington  street,  thence  on  both  sides 
of  said  street  to  Wilk's  street,  thence  on  both  sides 
of  said  street  easterly,  to  meet  the  line  of  Joseph 
and  James  Biays's  land  not  yet  condemned  to  the 
said  city,  thence  with  the  west  line  thereof  to  the 
water,  thence  with  the  meanderings  of  the  water 
around  the  whole  of  Fell's  Point  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Fall's  including  all  the  improvements  that  shall 
hereafter  be  erected  on  that  part  of  the  basin,  thence 
up  said  Jones'  Falls  to  the  place  of  beginning,  ex- 
cepting such  parts  as  at  this  time  are  not  condemned 
to  the  city. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  erect  or  build,  or  cause  to 
be  erected  or  built,  any  wooden  dwelling  house, 
shop,  stable,  or  any  other  wooden  building  whatso- 
ever, (lire  engine  houses  excepted)  upon  any  lot  or 
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lots  of  ground  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  he,  she, 
or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  the  further  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  month  thereafter,  until  the  same  be  pulled 
down  or  removed,  and  each  and  every  person  who 
shall  or  may  be  employed  in  the  building  or  erect- 
ing of  any  such  wooden  building,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  day 
he  may  be  so  employed,  and  no  person  or  persons 
shall  remove  any  wooden  building  upon  any  lot 
or  parcel  of  ground  within  the  aforesaid  limits, 
or  from  any  part  of  a  lot  within  the  aforesaid  lim- 
its, to  any  other  part  thereof  without  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  and  the  consent  of  the  owners 
of  the  adjoining  lots  first  had  and  obtained,  under 
the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  and  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every  month  thereafter,  until  the  same  be  re- 
moved out  of  the  said  limits,  or  pulled  down. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  per- 
son or  persons  whomsoever,  shall  hereafter  erect 
within  that  part  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  which 
the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  is  prohibited,  any 
distillery  of  spirits,  of  turpentine  or  varnish,  or 
manufactories  either  of  earthen  or  stone  wares,  or 
slaughter  house  or  houses,  under  the  penalty  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  and  a  further  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
for  each  and  every  month  thereafter,  until  the  same 
be  removed  out  of  said  limits  or  pulled  down. 

4.— And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
person  shall  cast,  throw  or  fire  any  squib,  rocket, 
cracker,  or  other  combustible  fire  works  within  the 
city,  every  such  person,  for  every  such  offence,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all 
fines  and  forfeitures  imposed  by  this  ordinance, 
when  received,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  city. 
Provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  person  hath,  be- 
fore the  passing  of  this  ordinance,  contracted  with 
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any  person  for  the  making  and  erecting  of  any  such 
building,  and  hath  provided  materials,  or  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  materials  for  the  same,  and  shall 
satisfy  the  Mayor  thereof,  such  person  may,  under 
the  permission  o^  the  Mayor,  in  writing,  proceed  to 
the  making  and  erecting  of  such  wooden  building, 
any  tiling  in  this  ordinance  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  commissioners  appointed  to  su- 
perintend the  (Sty  Springs,  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  preservation  of  property  and  other  purp 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  commissioners 
appointed  to  superintend  the  City  Springs,  he  au- 
thorized to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  prop- 
erty, and  the  keeping  the  same  in  good  order,  and 
that  they  be  requested  to  apply  to  the  Levy  Court, 
to  give  to  the  superintendent  of  the  spring  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  constable. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
said  commissioners  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  author- 
ized to  allow  to  the  superintendent  of  said  springs 
the  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  of  the  city.

A  supplement  t<->  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  for  the 
inspection  of  fish  in  the  City  of  Baltimore." 

1. — Whereas,  it  is  believed  that  the  herrings  and 
shad  taken  in  the  Chesapeake  bay  are  capable  of 
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being  improved,  and  made  more  valuable  for  expor- 
tation, as  well  as  home  consumption,  if  due  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  the  selection  and  packing  them  in 
casks  made  of  sound  materials,  tight  and  strong ; 
therefore,  as  an  inducement  to  those  disposed  to 
make  the  experiment, 

2. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  herrings  and  shad, 
taken  in  the  Chesapeake  bay,  or  in  any  of  the  waters 
running  into  the  same,  which  shall  be  well  cured, 
and  packed  in  barrels  made  of  seasoned  white  oak, 
sound  and  sufficient  in  every  respect  to  hold  pickle, 
tightened  with  at  least  fourteen  good  and  sufficient 
hoops,  nailed  with  four  nails  in  each  chine  hoop, 
and  four  nails  in  each  upper  bilge  hoop,  and  of  the 
following  dimensions,  to  wit :  the  length  of  the  stave 
to  be  twenty-eight  inches,  and  the  thickness  thereof 
not  less  than  one  half  inch,  the  diameter  of  the 
head  to  be  seventeen  inches,  and  the  thickness  there- 
of five  eighths  of  an  inch,  the  bilge  diameter  to  be 
not  less  than  twenty-two  inches  from  out  to  out,  and 
the  chine  not  to  exceed  one  inch  in  depth  and  which 
shall  be  judged  by  the  inspector  to  be  sound,  mer- 
chantable, fit  for  exportation,  and  of  good  quality; 
as  well  the  fish,  as  the  cask  containing  the  same, 
shall  be  by  him  branded  on  the  head  of  each  cask 
with  a  branding  iron  to  be  provided  by  him  for 
that  purpose,  the  letters  of  which  shall  be  the  length 
of  one  inch,  with  the  word  "  Prime,"  in  addi- 
tion to  the  brands  required  by  the  ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement ;  provided  that  in  no  case 
"  Prime  "  shall  be  branded  on  fish  other  than  those 
of  the  best  quality,  sound  and  well  cured. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  in- 
spectors shall,  in  their  annual  returns  to  the  Mayor, 
specif}7  the  number  of  casks  thus  branded  by  them, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  owner  or 
owners,  for  each  cask,  two  cents  in  addition  to  the 
compensation  allowed  by  ordinance.

An  ordinance  for   ihe  improvement  <>f  Harford  street   in    the 

seventh  ward. 

1. — Bo  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  proceed  immediately 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  to  the  improve- 
ment of  Harford  street,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  so  as  to  conrine  the  stream  of  water 
within  the  centre  of  said  street  to  at  least  fifteen 
feet  in  width. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
said  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  cause 
to  be  built  a  good  substantial  dry  stone  wall  on  each 
side  of  said  stream,  of  the  height  of  the  street,  as 
graded,  or  to  be  graded,  and  of  such  thickness  as 
the  aforesaid  Commissioners,  wTith  the  approbation 
of  the  Mayor,  may  think  proper. 

3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  a  sum 
not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of 
progressing  in  the  said  work  during  the  present  sea- 
son, subject  to  the  draft  of  the  City  Commissioners, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor.

An  ordinance  for  making  a  correet  survey  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more. 

1. — Whereas,  it  is  desirable  to  have  a  correct  sur- 
vey of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  Legislature 
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of  the  State  of  Maryland  passed  an  act  for  that  pur- 
pose in  the  year  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-four, 
which  was  never  carried  into  execution  ;  and  where- 
as, they  afterwards  gave  power  to  the  corporation 
in  the  charter  of  the  city  to  provide  for  a  general 
survey  of  the  city  and  precincts ;  to  ascertain  when 
necessary,  the  boundaries  and  locations  of  streets, 
lots,  lanes  and  alleys  thereof,  to  establish  new  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  with  the  consent  of  the  proprietors 
of  the  ground  ;  to  alter  and  to  straighten  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys,  with  the  consent  of  the  proprietors 
of  the  lots  or  houses  adjoining  such  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys ;  and  to  add  to  the  city  any  of  the  adjoining 
lands  on  the  application  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  owners,  and  lay  off  the  necessary  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  through  the  same. 


2. — Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  au- 
thorized and  required  to  employ  an  experienced  and 
skillful  artist,  who  shall  be  approved  of  by  the 
Mayor,  to  make  a  correct  and  general  survey  of  the 
city,  embracing  the  several  additions  laid  out  in  vir- 
tue of  Acts  of  Assembly  or  ordinances  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  to  lay  down  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys 
and. squares  agreeably  to  establishments  heretofore 
made  by  the  proper  authorities,  in  all  cases  where 
such  establishments  have  been  made,  and  where  no 
establishments  have  been  made,  or  where  the  same 
cannot  be  found,  agreeably  to  the  improvements 
thereon,  or  other  sufficient  evidence  of  their  original 
location ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  to  attend  from 
time  to  time  to  the  execution  of  the  said  survey,  and 
when  any  difficulty  or  dispute  arises,  to  adjust  the 
same  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  and 
to  establish  and  fix  permanent  boundaries  or  loca- 
tions and  references  where  the  same  may  be  neces- 
sary to  perpetuate  the  true  location  of  any  street, 
lane,  alley  or  square. 
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3. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Major  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  City  Commis- 
sioners and  the  artist  employed  by  them,  a  correct 
list  of  all  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  for  laying  out  the 
town  of  Baltimore,  and  the  several  additions  thereto, 
and  for  opening  or  altering  any  street,  lane  or  alley 
therein,  and  also  any  ordinance  of  the  corporation 
adding  any  of  the  adjacent  lands  to  the  city  or  any 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys  that  may  have  been  laid  out, 
'straightened  or  altered  in  virtue  of  any  ordinance 
or  act  of  the  corporation  since  the  charter,  and  all 
the  establishments  made  by  former  Commissioners 
of  the  town  before  it  was  incorporated,  as  well  as 
those  made  since  which  may  be  found  on  the  records 
of  the  town  or  city,  to  enable  the  City  Commission- 
ers to  comply  with  this  ordinance. 

±. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  when 
the  said  survey  and  plat  have  been  completed  and 
have  been  carefully  examined  and  approved  of  by 
the  City  Commissioners  and  the  Mayor,  they  shall 
sign  the  same  and  lodge  it  in  the  Register's  office, 
who  is  hereby  directed  to  preserve  the  same  among 
the  records  of  the  city,  and  the  said  plat  shall  for- 
ever after  be  deemed  and  taken  as  a  correct  survey 
and  plat  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  where  not  altered 
as  hereafter  mentioned. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  when 
the  said  survey  and  plat  aforesaid  is  completed,  ap- 
proved of  and  lodged  with  the  Register,  he  shall 
give  notice  thereof  and  publish  this  ordinance  in  all 
the  newspapers  of  the  city  for  one  month,  and  if 
any  person  shall  conceive  himself  aggrieved  by  the 
survey  and  locations  in  the  said  plat,  such  person 
may  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  the  notice 
and  publication  aforesaid,  appeal  in  like  manner, 
except  as  to  the  time  of  entering  the  appeal,  as  is 
provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  the  ordinance  to 
appoint  City  Commissioners  and  prescribing  their 
duties,  and  if  upon  such  appeal  the  boundaries  shall 
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be  changed  the  plat  shall  be  altered  conformably  to 
such  change  or  a  record  made  to  establish  the  said 
alteration,  but  no  appeal  can  be  made  so  as  to  change 
or  alter  any  establishment  made  by  the  town  or 
City  Commissioners,  under  the  laws  of  the  state  or 
ordinances  of  the  corporation  previous  to  comple- 
ting the  said  plat  in  any  other  manner  than  pre- 
scribed by  those  laws  or  ordinances. 

6. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  City* 
Commissioners,  and  the  artist  employed  by  them, 
shall  before  they  proceed  to  the  execution  of  this 
ordinance,  make  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will 
without  favor,  affection  or  partiality,  faithfully  exe- 
cute the  trust  reposed  in  them  by  this  ordinance  to 
the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment. 

7. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  work  pro- 
gresses, advance  such  sums  of  money  from  the  funds 
of  the  city  as  he  may  find  necessary  for  the  execu- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  including  all 
former  appropriations  for  this  purpose. 

8. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  or- 
dinances of  the  corporation  heretofore  made  for  a 
survey  of  the  city  which  are  inconsistent  with  this 
ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  to  regulate   the  cording  of  fire 
wood  brought  by  water  to  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  sale. 

1. — Be  it  enacted   and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and    City    Council   of    Baltimore,    That   there   be 
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nominated  and  appointed  an  inspector  and  corder  of 
all  fire  wood  brought  by  water  for  sale,  to  that  part 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore  called  "  Itidgeley's  addition 
to  Baltimore  town.'1 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
duties  and  compensation  of  the  said  inspector  and 
corder  shall  be  the  same  as  are  imposed  on  and  al- 
lowed to  the  other  wood  corders  of  the  city.

No.  30. 

An  ordinance  for  building  a  bridge  on  Harford  street,  at  the  in- 
tersection of  Gough  street,  and  filling  up  said  street. 

1. —  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  have 
a  wooden  bridge  placed  over  the  canal,  directed  to 
be  made  in  Harford  street,  at  the  crossing  of  Gough 
street,  of  the  width  of  thirty  feet,  and  have  the 
street  filled  up,  so  as  to  afford  a  convenient  passage 
across  Harford  street ;  provided,  that  Gough  street 
be  continued  on  the  west  side  of  Harford  street  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  passed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
laud,  and  also  that  the  stone  wall  or  canal  intended 
to  confine  the  water  in  Harford  street  be  first  built 
at  Gough  street. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
City  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  draw 
upon  the  city  treasury  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  into  effect.

An  ordinance  for  extending  certain  lots  of  ground  therein  men- 
tioned. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  proprietors  of 
lots  of  ground  binding  on  the  west  side  of  Jones' 
Falls,  between  Water  street  and  Pratt  street  bridges, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  permitted  to  extend  said 
lots  as  as  far  into  the  Falls  as  the  City  Commission- 
ers, with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  may  permit, 
provided  they  build  a  good  substantial  stone  wall, 
the  whole  size  of  their  respective  fronts  on  said 
Falls  :  and  fill  up  so  as  to  permanently  secure  the 
same  ;  and  provided  the  extension  shall  not  go  be- 
yond the  commencement  of  the  first  arch  on  the 
western  side  of  the  stone  bridge  across  said  Falls  at 
Pratt  street,  and  in  a  line  drawn  from  said  arch  to 
the  present  western  abutment  of  Water  street 
bridge ;  and  provided,  also,  that  the  assent  of  all 
persons  holding  property  on  the  east  and  west  side 
of  the  Falls  between  Pratt  and  Water  street  be  ob- 
tained, and  the  vacant  space  of  ground  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Falls,  together  with  the  said  extension, 
be  left  open  as  a  public  street  and  highway  forever.

An  ordinance  making  appropriations  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twelve. 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  there  be  appropri- 
ated, 

For  the  deepening  and  preserving  the  harbor,  to 
be  paid  out  of  any  money  arising  from  the  duty  on 
tonnage  of  vessels  and  auctioneers,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing six  thousand  dollars. 
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For  cleaning  the  streets  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  removing  nuisances  a  sum  not  exceeding  six 
hundred  dollars. 

For  the  Health  Officer,  his  salary,  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

For  the  Health  Department  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twelve  hundred  dollars. 

For  printing  and  incidental  expenses,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  seven  hundred  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  paved  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

For  paving  crosss  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

For  watching  and  lighting  the  city,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  fourteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  altering  and  widening  footways,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  clerk  of  the  Centre  market,  in  addition 
to  his  salary,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars;  to 
the  clerk  of  the  Fell's  point  market  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  Hanover  market  fifty 
dollars. 

For  oiling,  winding  and  regulating  the  clock  in 
the  steeple  of  the  German  Reformed  church,  the 
sum  of  seventy -five  dollars. 

For  each  of  the  City  Commissioners  and  Commis- 
sioners of  Health,  six  hundred  dollars,  their  salary 
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the  ensuing  year,  and  to  their  clerk  six  hundred  dol- 
lars; and  to  the  City  Commissioners  and  Commis- 
sioners of  Health,  the  further  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  each,  in  consideration  of  the  extra 
services  required  of  them  by  the  ordinances  passed 
this  session. 


For  the  Superintendent  of  streets  and  pumps  for 
the  western  district,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  for 
the  Superintendent  of  the  eastern  district,  sixty  dol- 
lars in  addition  to  their  salary. 

For  repairing  pumps,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars. 


For  placing  flagstones  at  the  intersection  of  the 
several  streets,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  appropriated  equally  on  the  east  and  west  side  of 
Jones'  Falls,  at  the  intersection  of  such  streets  as 
the  City  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor,  may  consider  as  first  requiring  the  same. 

To  be  apportioned  among  the  following  fire  com- 
panies— viz.:  New  Market,  Union,  Liberty,  Frank- 
lin, Mechanical,  Friendship,  Independent,  Vigilant, 
Deptford,  Columbia,  Fell's  Point  hose  and  suction 
engine,  First  Baltimore  Hose  and  United  hose  and 
suction  engine  companies;  a  sum  not  exceeding 
three  thousaad  nine  hundred  dollars,  to  be  drawn 
for  by  the  presidents  of  said  companies  from  time  to 
time,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for 
keeping  their  engines  and  apparatus  in  repair ;  pro- 
vided they  produce  a  satisfactory  account  to  the 
Mayor  for  the  expenditure  of  the  same. 

For  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  that  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  reports  of  the  night  watch  for 
the  ensuing  year,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  equally  divided  between  them.

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  Mayor 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  on  loan, 
from  any  of  the  banks  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars, 
in  anticipation  of  the  city  funds,  the  payment  of 
which  is  hereby  guaranteed  to  the  bank  or  banks 
loaning  the  same,  and  also  to  draw  on  the  Register 
for  tl^e  amount  of  the  aforesaid  several  appropria- 
tions for  their  respective  purposes,  who  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  lay  before  the  City  Council  a  particular 
account  of  the  expenditures  of  said  money,  with 
the  vouchers  thereof.
